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PREFACE. 



It may authoritatively be said that no branch of study offers 
so wide a field for historical, and geographical research as that 
of numismatics^ taking us back^ as it does^ to the time of the 
migration of the Phocian colony into Asia Minor, and con- 
necting us intimately from that time to the present with the 
mythology, arts, manners, customs and civilisation of every 
great nation or people during the twenty- five centuries which 
have elapsed. But, notwithstanding the great stride that 
has of late years been made in the dissemination of such 
knowledge, the fact remains that there is no pursuit which 
presents so many difficulties to the student as that of 
numismatics ; and these obstacles no doubt have in many cases 
been the means of preventing ardent students from pursuing 
this interesting study. The absolute necessity of acquiring 
languages, and the power of being able to decipher the 
inscriptions and legends, and of understanding the numerous 
symbols and mythological signs on coins, is recognised from the 
first : such, however, may be achieved by application and by 
industry, but the difficulty of determining and locating the 
place at which a coin may have been struck, though of the 
highest importance to science, is frequently a problem which 
the most learned of our numismatists is unable to solve. The 
numerous etymological changes that have taken place, notably 
during the past few years, have materially added to the 
perplexity of the student, and are more particularly to be 
observed in Oriental literature where the present Hunterian 
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By stem prevails. Again, the wanton destruction of cities and 
towns by successive conquerors of the East leaving behind no 
trace of the splendour which formerly existed, and in many 
instances the almost entire annihilation of nations, and the 
absence of historical records, all combine to render the task 
of ascertaining and locating Oriental mints one of great 
difficulty. The actual change of name in many instances is not 
less bewildering than the variety of ways in which historians 
as well as travellers and geographers distort them ; the 
introduction of new methods of orthography in course of time 
naturally leads to a transposition of name so complete as to 
render the original name unrecognisable, and thus causes great 
confusion in history and geography. 

On this very topic we find that Sir W. Jones, so far back as 
1784, in his " Dissertation on the Orthography of Asiatic Words 
in Roman Letters," remarks : '* The ancient Greeks, who made 
a voluntary sacrifice of truth to the delicacy of their ears, appear 
to have altered by design almost all the Oriental names, which 
they introduced into their elegant but romantic histories, and 
even their more modem geographers, who were too vain 
perhaps of their own language to learn any other, have strangely 
disguised the proper appellations of countries, cities and rivers 
in Asia. Thus Gogra was transformed into Agoranis, or a river of 
the assembly ; Uchah into Oxydracce, or sharpsighted ; andRenas 
into Aornas, or a rock inaccessible to birds.*' And later on we 
find Tabriz, the capital of Azrabeijan, written Tubburaze ; 
Awadh, Avadh for Oude ; Ujjain, Ougein, Oojhem for Oojein ; 
&c., &c. The author does not hold himself in any way 
responsible for the orthography in the following pages or map. 
He has simply adopted what has been laid down by the latest 
standard authorities. 
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The location of the mint-towns and the information respect- 
ing them have been most carefully collated from a large num- 
ber of Maps and Atlases, Gazetteers^ Encyclopoedias^ Histories. 
Greographies and other works of reference available to the 
author, and though wherever possible^ the latitude and longi- 
tude have been given^ it is necessary to observe that the author 
does not pretend to give the definite position of pities long since 
extinct^ but has endeavoured to show where the mint-town is 
alleged to have stood. Some of the towns are not to be found 
in any modern atlas or other ordinary work of reference, and 
a comparison will show how greatly authors vary in their 
accounts of places and countries visited at different periods, 
and with but few exceptions the latitude and longitude of a 
town are given differently. No mint-town has been located in 
the map without authority, but notwithstanding most diligent 
search and inquiry, several still remain unidentified. 

The author has to acknowledge his indebtedness to 
Mr. C. J. Bodgers for the valuable assistance he has at all 
times kindly rendered, without which the extensive list of 
Pathan and Moghal mint-towns could not have been included 
in the map or notes, and the author gratefully tenders his 
thanks to this gentleman for the same. 

The mint-towns include those given in the eight volumes of 
the British Museum Catalogues of Oriental coins; those 
mentioned by the late E.T. Rogers Bey in his Notes on Amawee 
and Abbasee Coins ; and those on coins in the collections of 
C. J. Rogers, Esq., of Amritsar, Colonel Guthrie^ and also of 
the author. 

In presenting with these pages a table showing the dinars, 
dirhems and fulus of the Amawee and Abbasee Khaleefehs 
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between the years 79 and 332 A. H., it is hoped that the 
ready reference it will afford to the coins of these dynasties of 
any particular date or mint will be found of special practical 
value and interest to the numismatist. The coins have been 
represented by symbols recognisable at a glance, and include 
the coins in the British Museum and abovementioned cabinets. 

Though no pains have been spared to render the work as 
complete and accurate as possible, it is not improbable that 
many errors have been overlooked, and it is not without 
much diflSdence that it is ofEered to the Numismatic world. 
Should it succeed in lessening the difficulties which surround 
the student, and thus be of some assistance to him, the labour 
involved in the preparation of these pages will not be regretted.

MINT -TOWNS AND COINS 

OF THE 

MOHAMEDANS. 

Aalj El. Jl*i« 

A town in Syria, formerly called El^aleh, in lat. 3P 46' N., 
long. 35° 52'' E. Rogers Bey's collection contains a coin of 
this mint* 

AfeBASEEYEH, El. «A^Ua5| 

Situate near Koofeh, in lat. 32° 2' N., long. 44° iS' E. 
Abbasee coins of this mint date from 157 to 172 A.H. 

Aberkooh. ty^. • 

A town in Farsistan ; lat. 31' 20' N., long 68° 37' E. The 
B. M. has two coins of Shah Rukh struck here in 821 and 
828 A.H. 

Abrashahr. J^'^ji^ 

The old name for Neesaboorj meaning "high town,'* which 
was one of the four principal cities in Elhorassan. 
An Amawee mint. The coins date 92, 93 and 95. 

Aden. c^«>^ 

A town of great antiquity, situate on the south coast of 
Arabia, in lat. 12° 50' N., long. 45* 15' E. It formed part of 
Yemen under the ancient Hemyarite kings, and has been 
identified with the Eden of Ezekiel. About 525 A.D., 
Yemen, with Aden, fell to the Abyssinians ; but in 575 they 
were ousted by the Persians. The rising Mohamedan 
power reached Aden ten years after the Hijrah, and it 
became subject successively to the Amawee Khaleefehs, the 
Abbasee (749 A.D.), and the Karamite Khaleefehs (905), until 
the period of Yemen independence under its own Imajms 
(1032 A.D.). . In 1038, Aden was captured by the Chief ?f 
Lahej, and remained under his successors till 1137. Puring 



the liext three centtiries it was frequently taken and retaketl 
by the conflicting powers in the south of Arabia. About the 
year 1500, the then Yemen Imam constructed the aqueduct 
of 9 miles from Bir Mahait into Aden, the ruins of which still 
exist. For some years after this period Aden passed through 
many vicissitudes, being alternately taken and retaken by 
the Portuguese, the Egyptians, and Turks, falling finally 
into the hands of the British in 1839* The Benee Zurey 
dynasty struck coins here in 656 A.H. 

Adbeeneh. ^^j<^^ 

Or Adrianople, is a city in European Turkey, in lat. 41° 0' 
N., long. 26° 0' E. It was founded by the Emperor Hadrian 
on the site of the ancient Orestia. It was the capital of the 
Ottoman Empire from 1366 to 1453 A.D. The B. M. possesses 
many coins of this mint belonging to the Othmanlee dynasty. 

The ancient capital of the Holy Land ; lat. 31° 46^ N., long. 
35° 16' E. The name -^lia was given to Jerusalem after the city 
was rebuilt and colonised by -^lius Hadrian, and was probably 
used only on coins and in state papers. The Hebrew name for 
this city was Kagushah ; the Greeks called it Hierosolyma. By 
the Arabs it was generally known as El-Khoddes, "the holy," 
with the occasional addition of El- Sheriff , •* thejnoble ;'' and by the 
Turks Cudsumbaric or Coudsheriff . It is now generally known 
in the East as Beit-ul-Mukdess (the residence of holiness). It 
was taken by the Persians in the 7th century, but shortly fell 
into the hands of Abu-Obeidah, the general of Omar, in A. H. 
J6 ; A.D. 637. The Crusaders obtained possession of it in A.D. 
1099, and founded a kingdom which lasted till 1187, when it 
was taken by Saladin, King of Egypt. In 1517, Selim, Emperor 
of the Turks, annexed it together with all Syria to the Turkish 
Empire, under which it continues. The collection of Rogers 
Bey contains a coin of this mint. 

ArBBEKIYEH. *^^ * 

A town and seaport of Tunis, near Cape Afrikeah, in lat. 
35° 30' N"., long. 11° 0' E. It was formerly a strong and im- 
portant fortress, but is now insignificant. Amawee coins of 
this mint date between 103 and 118 A.H., and those of the Abba- 
see between 167 and 182. 



Aghmat. oUil 

A fortified town of Morocco, on the river of the same name* 
on the north declivity of Mount Atlas, in lat. 31° 4' N"., long. 
8° 0' W. The B. M. Cat. describes seven coins of the Murabit 
dynasty stmck here between 486 and 533 A.H. 

Ageah. ty\ 

Situate in the North- Western Provinces, in lat. 27^ 10' N., 
long. 78° 5' E. In the beginning of the 16th century, Sekander 
Lodi considerably enlarged Agrah, then an inconsiderable 
village, and bestowed on it the rank of an imperial city, and 
made it the capital of his dominions under the name of 
Badulghur. In 1566 it was further enlarged by the Emperor 
Akbar, who changed its name to Akbarabad, and it continued 
to be the seat of the Moghsd government until the year 1647, 
when Delhi was declared the capital by the Emperor Shah 
Jehan, from which period the decline of Agrah may be dated. 
Baber died at Agrah in 1530. The titles Mustaqur-nl-Mulk, 
Mustaqur-ul-Khilafat, and Dar-ul- Adl Agrah, which are found 
on the Moghal coins, refer to this city. Akbar died at Agrah 
in J 605. Suri and Moghal coins of this mint are very numer- 
ous. The name Agrah appears on the coins of Baber, Akbar 
and Jehangir. 

Aqh ranatah . <> Js IJ ^i I 

The Moorish name for Gharnatah or Granada. The 
Murabit dynasty coined here between 515 and 523 A.H. 

Ahmedabad. ^ Ij ^ <>^^ t 

This city has been variously romanized as Amedabant, 
Amedavat, Ahmadabath, Ahmadavad, but is properly 
Ahmedabad, "the abode of Ahmed Shah," the second Mus- 
• sulman king of Gujerat, who founded it in the year 1413 on 
the site of the more ancient city of Ashawal, In 1573, it 
was, with the rest of Gujerat, subjugated by Akbar. It is 
situated on the bank of the river Sabarmati, in Gajerat, 
lat. 23^ 1' N., long. 72° 38' E. It was one of the four cities 
alloiyed to coin gold for the Imperial administration in the 
time of Jehangir, and was a Moghal mint of considerable cele- 
brity. During the 16 th and 17th centuries Ahmedabad was 
one of the most splendid cities of Western India. 
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Ahmednagab. j^ ^^ J 

This city was founded on the site of the ancient town of 
Bin jar, in lat. 19° 5' N., long. 74° 55' E., by Ahmed Shah 
Nizam Shah, after whom it was named. This name is found 
on the coins of Aurungzieb and his successors, 

Abmedshaht. (V* ^ «>4-^ ' 

The present city of Kandahar, in lat. 31^ 37' N., long. 
63° 30' E., was projected by Ahmed Shah, the founder of the 
Durani dynasty, and on that account this city is styled 
Ahmedshahi in all public documents, and on the coins of 
Ahmed Shah. 

Ahwaz, El. 3 IjA JI I 

A town in Khuzistan ; lat. 31° ^ N., long. 48° 44' E. The 
name of Ahwaz occurs early in the annals of Islam, but the 
date of its foundation is unknown. It was probably founded 
by the first Khaleefehs of the Ommaide dynasty. The zenith 
of its prosperity was attained under the earlier Khaleefehs of 
the house of Abbas, but it did not long survive their fall. 
The modern town Ahwaz occupies but a small portion of 
the site of the old city, on the eastern bank of the Karun, 
and exhibits a mean and solitary appearance when contrast- 
ed with an immense mass of ruins. In 795 A.H., Ahwaz 
submitted to the army of Timur. This mint occurs on 
Amawee and Abbasee coins, and on those of two later 
dynasties between 130 and 448 A.H., 

Ahwaz, Sook-el. j'jAJ/Ioj*^ 

The mart or emporium of El Ahwaz in lat, 31° 5' N,, 
long. 48^ 43' E. The Amawee and Abbasee Khaleefehs struck 
a few coins at this mint. 

Ahwaz, Tusteij-min-el. j !y> J/ 1 e^-^.y^ 

The author has seven Abbasee coins of this mint between 
283 and 301 A.H. 

Ahwaz, El-Askar-m-el. 3 I^ )I i j^/o^C*^ I 

Only one coin of this mint is represented in the B. M. Cat. 

Ajmir. ^fJ^^ 

A city in Rajpootana, lat. 26° 27' N., long. 74° 43' E. It 
was founded by Raja Aja in the year 145 A. D., and underwent 
many dynastic changes during the middle ages. It formed 



the capital of the Moghal empire during several yed.rs of 
Jehangir's reign. Nearly all the Moghal Emperors struck 
coins at this place, especially Akbar, and it was a gold-mint 
of Jehangir. 

A KBARABAD. »3 IJ (^ t 

This was the name given by Akbar to Agrah in 1566 A.D., 
and appears on numerous coins of his successors. 

Ak«aekagab. j^j^ ' 

Now a mere collection of mud huts in Bengal, in lat. 25° 
2' N., long. 87'' 52' E., called Rajmahal. The ruins of the old 
Mohamedan city of Akbamagar are buried in rank jungle, and 
extend about 4 miles west of the modern town. Man Sinh, 
Akbar's Rajpoot General, in 1692 selected Rajmahal (formerly 
Agmahal) to be the capital of Bengal. Coins of Jehangir and 
Aurungzieb were struck at this mint. 

Akhseeket. c-^a--.^ I 

A city in^Mawaran Nahr, the capital of Farghanah, on the 
banks of the river Esh-Shash ; lat. 41'' 36' N., long. 70° 52' E. 
The B. M. has only one coin of this mint struck by Nasr 
II. of the Samanee dynasty in 307 A. H., and the author one 
dated 397, struck by El-Kadir. 

Akhtarnagab. Jl^j^ • 

This name is met with in connection with that of Oude, 
and was probably the Mohamedan name given to that place. 
It is found on the coins of Mohamed Shah and the Nawabs 
of Oude. 

Akka. *^ 

A fortified city and seaport of Syria, at the foot of Mount 
Carmel ; lat. 32° 55' N., long. 35° 3' E. It is celebrated for the 
memorable sieges which it sastained. Its oldest name was 
A echo, which was changed to that of Ptolemais during the 
sovereignty of the Greeks in Syria. It was taken by the 
Crusaders in 1191 under Philip Augustus of France and 
Richard I. of England, when it was generally known by the 
name of Acre, or St. Jean d'Acre. In 1291, it was retaken 
by the Saracens, when the old name of Accho was revived. 
In 1401 the shores of the Mediterranean were scoured by the 



army of Timur under Shah Rukh, and Acre was pillaged 
and devastated. The B. M. Cat. describes one coin struck by 
El-Mustansir of the Fatimee Khaleefehs at this place in 463, 
and one silver and one copper of Abd-el-Mejeed, dated 
1266. 

Akshehr. ^t^' 

Meaning ** white city," is situate in Asiatic Turkey, in 
lat. 38° 23' N., long. 31° 38' E. It is the ancient Philome- 
lion of Strabo. There is one coin of this mint struck by 
Ala-ud-deen of the Ameers of Karaman, dated 756 A.H. 

Alamqirpur. j^ij^(^^ 

This name is found upon the coins of Aurungzieb only. 

Almorah. »j>^' 

Chief town in the Kumaun District, North- Western Pro- 
vinces. It stands on the crest of a ridge, and for centuries 
formed one of the strongholds of its native rulers, in whose 
history it played an important part ; lat. 29° 35^ N., long. 
79° 41' E. Almorah is met with on the pice of Shah Alam 
II. The mint mark is two punjas or five fingers. 

Alwar. jy^ 1 

Capital of the Native State of the same name, situate in 
lat. 27° 34' N., long. 76"" 38" E. It is said to have been built 
by Nikumpa Rajpoots, and has been in the hands successively 
of Khanzadas, Moghals, Pathans, Jats and Narukas. This 
name is only met with on the coins of Sher Shah. 

Amid. a<T 

The capital of the province so called was known as Karat- 
chah Hamid, Amida, or Diarbekar, from the strength and 
blackness of the walls ; lat. 37° 66' N., long. 40° 8' E. This 
celebrated city was demolished by Sapor or Shahpoor in the 
4th century ; it was rebuilt and again destroyed by the Per- 
sians in A. D. 605 ; and was afterwards sacked by Tamerlane, 
and sevei*al succeeding Mohamedan conquerors. The B. M. 
has one dirhem of this mint dated 308 ; and three copper coins 
dated 614, 617 and 621 ; also four of the Othmanlee dynasty, 
dated 982, 1003, 1013 and 1049. 



Ahman. e^^ 

Amman or Ammon (the ancient Rabbah, the capital of the 
Ammonites, was rebnilt and called Philadelphia by the 
Greeks,) is now a mined city of Syria; lat. 31° 56' N., long. 
36° 59' E. There are two coins of this mint in the B. M. of 
the Bnweyhee dynasty, dated 367 and 386. 

Amul. <>T 

Amol or Amul, a town of Persia, in Mazanderan, in lat. 
36° 30''N., long 52° 25' E , is now in ruins. It was subjugated 
by Timur in A. H. 794. A coin dated 356 of the Samanee 
dynasty, one dated 365 of the Ziyaree dynasty, and one of 
Togha- Timur, dated 738, are described in tJie B. M. Cat. 

Amul, Medeenet. ivj«veJx)T 

Rogers Bey mentions coins with this prefix of Medeenet. 

Andaltjs, El. fjJ^^\ 

In the 27th year A. H., 648 A.D., it is said that Abdullah 
Rauffia passed into Spain, the southern part of which, called 
by the Orientals Andalus, was subjugated by the Mohame- 
dans. It is the first enterprise recorded in the annals of 
Islam as being undertaken on the part of the Arabs against 
Western Europe. In A.H. 92, the troops of the Khelaufut, 
under Tarik, said to be the son of Zeiand, passed over into 
Spain, and after an arduous conflict, of which the king seated 
on his throne was a spectator, the Arabians were ultimately 
victorious. The monarch was killed on the field of battle, 
and Andalusia, with an immense booty, became the reward 
of the conquerors. The B. M. possesses many coins of this 
mint, ranging from 108 A.H. to 482 A.H. 

Ankooreeyeh. ^jj^^ 

In lat. 40° 2' N., long. 32'=' 57' E. This city was the me- 
tropolis of all Galatia, and was known as Ancyra, Angora, 
and also as Angouriah. It is said to have been founded by 
Midas, and was visited by Alexander. Augustus greatly 
enlarged and beautified it, and the inhabitants erected a 
temple of white marble to him, and called their city 
Sebaste^ About 804 A.H., the city became tributary to 
Timur. One Mongol coin of this mint is described in the 
B; M, Cat., date 7**. 
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Antakiyeh. AJj^tkif 

Antakia or Antioch, anciently known by the several 
names of Antiochia, Antigonia, Theopolis, Seleucis, Epi- 
phane, and Riblata, was situate in Syria, in lat. 36° 11' N., 
long. 36** 7^ E. It was once greater and richer than Rome 
itself, but was frequently visited by earthquakes. It formed 
the seat of the Syro- Macedonian kings for many centuries, 
and passed into the hands of the Romans. It was rebuilt by 
the Emperor Justinian in A.D. 629, and was by him named 
Theopolis, "the city of God,*' because of the number of 
Christians and Jews who flocked there. In A.H. 16, the city 
surrendered to Abu-Obeidah, and was peopled by Mohame- 
dans. It was conquered by Timur in 803 A.H. It has now 
little but its name to distinguish it. There is one coin of 
this mint of the Seljook dynasty of Er-Room, date 671. 

Artuk. «-^Jjt 

A town in Turkistan, lat. 36° 57' N., long. 61° 3' E. Thia 
mint furnishes two coins of the Mongols of Persia, one dated 
739, and the other without date. 

Ardebeel. JiJ*>j' 

Or Ardabil, situate in the province of Azerbijan, on the 
Karasu, in lat. 38° 9' N., long. 48'' 19' E., was also called 
Abadan-i-Firooz, " the abode of happiness." It is remark- 
able as the original family seat of the Sophi, or SufEavean 
dynasty of kings, who ruled Persia during the 16th and 17th 
centuries. This city possessed a fine library, which was sent 
to Russia, when the place surrendered to Count Soukhtaline, 
There is one Abbasee coin, dated 311 A.H., with this name 
on it. 

Aed-el-Hetr. j^^ ' ^j ' 

Now known as Kerbela, or Meshed Hossein, is a town in 
Asiatic Turkey in lat. 32° 38' N., long. 44° 33' E. It owes 
its sanctity and importance to the great historic event of the 
martyrdom of Hossein, the son of Ali and Fatima, the 
daughter of the Prophet. This mint only adds one Abbasee 
coin, dated 223, to our National collection. 

Ardesheer Khurrah. Jf>^^^.>jl 

A town in the province of Ears, known as Firozabad, in 
lat. 28° 42' N., long. 52° 48' E. This city is distinguished as 



having been built by Ardeshir Babcgan, the first of the 
Sassanian monarchs, and for having in its vicinity some 
traces of his dynasty. A few coins of this mint are met with 
between the years 90 and 144 A. H, 
Ardun, El-. iijOjUt 

A District in Syria, inclading the Ghor, Tabariyeh, Sur 
and Akkah. The only coii&s of this mint are described by 
Rogers Bey, 

Arkot. c»tf^t 

A town in the North Arcot District, lat. 12® 55^ S"., long. 
79*^24' B., formerly the capital of the Nawabs of the Carna- 
tic. Historically Arcot is of great interest, but few traces 
of its former power remain. Farrakhsir, Alamgir II., Mo- 
hamed Shah and Shah Alam II .^ all struck coins at tliis place,

An extensive province separated from Azrabcijan by the 
river Er-Ross. Three Abbasee coins, dated 146, 147 and 
155 A.H., have the name of Arran on them.

A town in Turkey in Asia, lat. 33° 10' N., long. 41° 18^ E. 
The B. M. Cat. describes two coins of the Mongols of Persia, 
of this mint, one dated 741. 

Arzen J AN. 4z}^jj ^ 

A town in Asiatic Turkey in lat. 39° 38' N., long. 39° 54' 

B. The few Seljook and Mongol coins of this mint that are 
met with range between 660 and 747 A, H., and on© of Shah 
Rukh, dated 845^ There are also three coins of the Ameers of 
Karaman, dated 762, 765 and 768. 

ArZENJAN, MeDEENET. <j^3j I iijOuo 

This prefix occurs on four coins of the Seljookees of Er*

This is the Arz or Arza of the ancient kingdom of Arme- 
nia, in lat. 39° 57' N., long. 41° 20' E. It was founded, as 
tradition says, by a grandson of Moab. When it formed 
part of the Greek dominions, the affix of ** Room" was given 
to it. It is still the chief, and next to Bagdad, the largest 
city of Turkey in Asia. The B. M. has two coins of the 
Mongols of Persia with this name on them without date, 
and two coins of Ahmed I. and Mustafa I. of the Othmanlee 
dynasty, dated 1014 and 1031. 

ASKALAN. vj^lfi— c 

A town on the coast of Palestine, in lafc. 31° 39 N., long. 
34° 32' E., distinguished in Jewish history as a city of the 
Philistines. It was successively under the Assyrians, Per- 
sians, Greeks and Romans. In 23 A. H., Mauweiah, the son 
of Abu Suffeyan, who succeeded his brother Yezzeid in the 
government of Damascus, captured the city. The fortifica- 
tions were demolished in the 13th century, and the ruins are 
known by the Arabs as *' Djaurah," or the abode of evil 
spirits. There is one coin of EI- Amir of the Fatimee Kh^.- 
leefehs, without date, bearing this mint. 

ASKAR MUKRAM. ^j^'^jL^ 

An important town in Khuzistan, in lat. 31° 40' N., long. 
48° 56' E. Rogers Bey mentions coins of this mint. 

ASTARABAD. .3 ^J (^,^1 

Astrabad, or Istrabad, the chief city of the province of 
the same name, is situate in lat. 36° 50' N., long. 54° 26' E., 
on the south-east of the Caspian Sea. It is believed to have 
been built towards the end of the 1st century A.H. by Yezzeid 
ibn Mahlook, an Arab general. There are three coins of the 
house of Timur with this mint on them, two dated 830 and 
839. 

AsTARABAD, MbdEENET. «> Ij ljiu«l Aaj A/o 

One coin, dated 775 A. H., has the prefix of Medeenet. 
Atrabulus. vj^^jJ^-t' 

Another name for Tarabulus or Tripolis, The B. M. 
possesses one Amawce copper coin of this mint, dated 100 
A.H. 
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Attok. «-^5I 

A town and fortress in Rawal Pindi District, Panjaub, in 
lat. 33° 63' N., long. 72° 16' E. Mohamedan historians call it 
Atak Benares, in contradistinction to Katak Benares in 
Orissa. Akbar coined copper here, the mint being styled 
Atak Benares. Mohamed Shah and Ahmed Shah also struck 
coins here. 

AUEUNGABAD. *>^T ^ JJ * 

A considerable city in lat. 19° 54' N., long. 75° 22' E., 
founded by Alamgir before his accession to the throne, near 
the celebrated fortress of Dowlatabad in Dekkan. He named 
it Khojesteh Booniad, or " the happy mansion," but it was 
generally known as Aurungabad, in compliment to the name 
of Aurungzieb, by which name Alamgir was distinguished 
before his accession to the throne. This mint is only met 
with on the coins of Aurungzieb. 

AzAK. Jljl 

Azof or Azov, called by the Turks Assak, is a town in 
S. Russia, and once contained a fortress of great celebrity. 
It was called Tanais by the Greeks, and Tana by the 
Genoese, who held it in the 13 th century, but were driven 
out by Tamerlane in 1392. It subsequently fell into the 
hands of the Khans of Crimea, the Turks, and finally the 
Russians. Lat. 47° 8' N., long. 39° 10' E. The Golden 
Horde minted here between the years 759 and 768 A.H. 

AzAK Bbled «^(3'3^ 

This prefix is found on two coins dated 782 and 787, A. H. 

AzBMMOE, Medeenbt. jy^j^^^^ 

A fortified seaport town on the Atlantic, 122 miles N.N.W. 
of Morocco, on the mouth of the river Morbeya (Um-er-biegh), 
lat. 33° 18' N., long. 8° 13' W. There is one coin of 
El-Mustansir, of the Benee Mereen dynasty, without date, 
in the B. M. 

AZIMABAD. .>^jUjt^ 

Another name by which the city of Patna was known. 
Anrungzieb coined here during the last year of his reign. 
Shah Alam I. and Parrukhsir also coined her© under this 
title. 
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This name refers to Smyrna, a famous city and seaport (A 
Asia Minor, situate in lat. 38° 27' N., long. 27'' 12' E. By 
the Ottomans it is called Izmir. In 1402 it was mined by 
Timnr. There are two coins in the B. M., dated 1106 of 
this mint, struck by Mustafa II. of the Othmanlee dynasty. 

AZRABEIJAN. tt)^«^0^ ' 

Also written Ajerbijan, Adjerbijan, and Azerbijan, *• the 
country of fire,'* is a province of Persia comprising the ancient 
Media Atropatcne, lying between Upper Armenia and the 
Caspian Sea. It derives its name from being the sacred 
country of the followers of Zoroaster, or the worshippers of 
fire. One Amawee coin, dated 105 A. H., is described by 
Rogers Bey. 
Baala-bekk. <^*^^ 

The ruins of this city, the Baalath of Scripture, now known 
as Baalbec, are in Syria, in lat. 34® ^ N., long. 36*" 11' E. 
The name in Syriac, signifies *' the city of the sun," and was 
called by the Greeks Heliopolis. It was a place of great 
renown and importance, till the invasion by Khaled in the 
reign of the Khaleefeh Omar, in A. H. 14, after which it 
rapidly fell into decay^ and was subsequently pillaged and 
destroyed by Timur in A. H. 803; A. D. 1400. The B. M. 
Cat. mentions two copper coins of this mint, without date. 

Bab, El-, v^^' 

A town in Syria, lat. 36° 16 N., long. 37^ 14'E, There are 
three coins of El-Bab of the Amawee dynasty, dated 118, 
120 and 123 A. H. 

BaBIRT, MaADIN. O^^e^i^AA) 

This mint is represented by one coin of the Seljookces 
of Er-Room, date uncertain. 

BadAKHSHAN. vytSc^tXi 

An ancient city of Great Bukharia in the province of 
Balkh, on the northern bank of the Amu or Oxus; lat. 
37'* 9' N., long. 70'' 33' E. It derived its importaoco from 
being the rendezvous of the caravans from Bactria and the Cas- 
pian Gates, to Little Thibet and China. The B. M. possesses 
only oue coin by Maadhdham Shah of the House of Timur, 
without date. 
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Bad AON. ^j^^ 

An ancient city in N.-W. Provinces, in lat. 28° 2' N., long. 
79° 9' E., on the banks of the river Sot. The old city stands on 
a commanding eminence, and contains the fort whose cDor- 
mons ramparts of early architecture gird it round on three 
sides. It is supposed to have been founded by Bodh, an Ahir 
prince, about A. D. 905, and was held by his descendants till 
the invasion of Sayyid Salar Masaud Gbdzi, the nephew of 
Mahmud of Ghazni in 1028 A. D. It was sacked by 
Kutab-ud-din in 1186, and was the seat of government nnder 
the Pathans and Moghals till 1571. Copper coins of Akbar 
were struck here. 

BaDLIS. (jN'Jj^OkJ 

A town of Asiatic Turkey, in lat. 38° 26' N., long. 42° 8' E., 
near which the army of Suleyman the Magnificent was signally 
defeated by the Persians, A.D. 1554. According to Koordish 
tradition it was founded after the flood by a direct descend- 
ant of Noah. Two coins struck by the Ameers of Badlis, 
without date, are in the national collection.

BAQHCniH Serai. (^Lr-9<^^^ 

Baktchesarai, correctly Baghtcheh Sarai, the ** Palace of 
the Gardens," is a Tartar town of the Crimea, in lat. 44° 44' 
N., long. 33° 53' E. The Khans of Krim struck coins in this 
city between 1172 and 1197 A. H. 

Baghdad. oIo^aj 

The modem name given to Medeenet-es-Selam. This name 
was used on coins by the Mongols, who minted here between 
the years 678 and 810 A. H., and by the Kara-Kuyunli and 
Othmanlee dynasties between 814 and 1255 A. H. 
Baibirt. o^Slj 

A large town in Asiatic Turkey, in lat. 40° 16' N., long. 
40° 10' E., formerly a stronghold of the Genoese, and contains 
remains of their fortifications. There are fonr coins in the 
B. M. struck by the iVIongols of Persia between 731 and 741 
A. H. 

B AIR AT. O f^J 

A town in Jeypur District, lat. 27° 23' N., long. 76"" 10' E, 
Akbar had a silver and copper mint here, and Shah Jehan one 
for copper coins. 
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Bajunkts, Maadin- o^^v:'*^'* 

This name appears on one Abbasee coin, dated 209 A. H. 

BlLENSITBH- ^is^^-i 

The city of Valencia is the capital of the province in Spain 
of the same name. Lat. 39° 28' N., long. 0° 20' W. It 
formed a part of the kingdom or khalifate of Cordova nnder 
the Moors, and was for several years alternately in the posses- 
sion of the Moors and Spaniards. Two coins of this mint, 
strack by Abd-el-Melik of the Amirees dynasty, one dated 456, 
are mentioned in the B. M. Cat* 

Balkh- ^ 

Is situated in lat. 36° 47' N., long. C7° 23' E., on the right 
bank of the river Adirsiah or Balkh, and was the capital of the 
ancient kingdom of Bactria. It is said to have been bailt by 
Kyamoors, or Cyrus, the founder of the Persian monarchy, 
and was named" "Amu-1-Beled, " mother of cities." After its 
conquest by Alexander the Great it was known by the Greeks 
as Zariasha or Bactria. lo the 3rd century A,D., the city 
became subject to Artaxerxes the Persian, and subsequently 
to the Khaleefehs. The whole city was devastated by Jenguiz 
Khan in A.H. 619, A.D. 1222, and the whole population 
was destroyed by the fury of the inexorable Moghals. Timur 
attached Balkh to his empire, and Aurungzieb held the go- 
vernment there in his youth. It was at last invaded by the 
great Nadir Shah, and after passing to the Afghans, it was 
in 1820 taken by the king of Bokhara. This mint is to be 
found on the coins of many dynasties between the years 128 
and 430 A.H. 

BaLKH-EL-BbTDA. LoAxllir^J 

This mint is represented by only one Amawee coin, 
dated 111 A. H. 
Balkh, Medeenet. UjajuA/o 

This prefix is met with on the coins of the Abbasee dynasty 
between 182 and 196 A. H. 

Bamiyan. e;^-*^ 

Lies in lat. 34° 49' N., long. 67° 28' E., near Balkh, and was 
the site of a strong fortress. It is said to have been the first 
Bactrian town entered by Alexander, and it is conjectured 
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that it is the Drapsaca of Arrian, bat there are no authentic 
records of its origin. It is celebrated for its caves and idols 
of great height. These were mutilated by Jenguiz, Timun 
Aurungzieb, and Timur Shah Darani in snccession. The 
fortress after a most determined and sanguinary defence was 
carried by storm by Jenguiz, and every living creature — man 
and beast — put to death. This mint adds only one coin to the 
B. M. collection struck by Mobamed of the Khuwarezm 
Shab dynasty. Date illegible. 
Ban ABAS. cr^^J • 

A large and famous city of a province of the same name in 
the N.-W. Provinces of Hindostan, in lat. 25° 18' N, long. 
83° 3' E., which may be considered as the Hindoo capital, 
as Delhi was that of the Mohamedans. Its proper name is 
Varanasi, from the two streams on the confluence of which it 
was situated. It is also spoken of as Casi, or Cashi Banaras, 
to indicate the sacred city of pilgriaiage and the seat of 
Buddhism. In 1194, Banaras was taken by Mohamed 
Ghori, who destroyed the idols and temples. It again fell 
into the hands of the Hindoos in the 18th century. A copper 
mint of Akbar. The later Mo!;hals struck gold and silver 
coins here with the title Mohamedabad Banaras. 

Banjheer. ^-ii*^^ 

Benjhier, also Panjahir, is a town situate in Afghanistan, 
near Balkh, lat. 35° 0' N., long. 69° 29' E. There is in 
the B. M. only one coin of Yacoob of the Saffarees dynasty, 
dated 260, struck at this mint. The author also possesses one. 

Baran, El-, ii) *Jl^^ 1 

A town supposed to be the modern Bayan, situate between 
Anderab and Cabul, in lat. 34^" 40' N., long. 69° ir E. The 
B. M. possesses five coins struck at Baran belonging to the 
Mongols of Persia, between 693 and 743 A. H., and one of the 
Kara-Kuyunli dynasty, without date. The author has one of 
Aboo-saeed, dated 733 A. H. 

Barda'ah. <*'<^«>^ 

A city on the river Kurr in lat. 40° 20' N., long. 46° 10' E. 
It is celebrdted as the residence of Keydafah, the Queen of 
the Amazons. It surrendered to Timur in A. H. 788. The 
B. M . has one Abbasee coin of this mint struck by Moatemid 
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in the year 277 A.H, Two coins of the Mongols of Persia 
were also struck here, the dates of which are illegible. 
Bardaseer. ji^ ^y. 

I A town in the province of Kerman, in lat. 30° 45' N., long, 

i 57° 35' E. This mint adds one coin of Kara-Arslan of the 

Seljookees of Kerman, dated 462 A. H. 

Babeli. iS^.J^, 

Now Bareilly, in lat. 28° 22' N., long. 79° 26' E. It is the 
, most populous city in Rohilkhand in the N.-W. Provinces of 
Hindostan, in the district of the same name. The city was 
founded, it is said, about the year 1537 A.D. by Bas Deo and 
Barel Deo, from the latter of whom it derives its name. This 
was a silver mint of Aurungzieb and his successors down to 
Shah Alam II. 

Bauhanpur. JL^^^ 

A town in the Nimar District, Central Provinces, in lat. 
21° 18' N., long. 76° 16' E. It was founded in 1400 A.D., 
by Nasir Khan, the first independent prince of the Furukhi 
dynasty of Khandesh, and was called by him after the famous 
Shaikh Burhan-ud-din of Dowlatabad. It was annexed by 
Akbar in 1600, and formed the seat of Government of the 
Dekkan Princes of the Empire till 1G35, when Aurungabad 
took its place. It played an important part in the wars of 
the Empire, particularly in the reign of Aurungzieb. A gold 
and silver mint of nearly all the Moghal Emperors. 

BaRJEEN. tivia-jU 

A town of Persia, lat. 33° 8' N., long. 59° 49' E. One cop- 
per coiH of Jani-beg, dated 753 A. H., represents this mint. 
Basrah, El-. ?/^ I 

This ancient city of Asiatic Turkey, in lat. 30° 26' N., 
long. 47° 56' E., is also known as Bassorah, Basra, Balsora, 
and Bussorah. Qj the Arabs it is known as El-Sura, signify- 
ing the stony soil on which it is built. It was erected by 
Autebah, the son of Ghuzwaun, one of the Prophet's compa- 
nions, in the reign of Omar in A.H. 15. The present city 
of the same name is about 8 miles from the ruins of the old 
Basrah. There are a great many coins of this mint belonging 
to the Amawee, Abbasee, Buweyhee, Great Seljookees, and 
Jelairs dynasties, between the years 80 and 777 A.H. 
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&A8BAH, MaH-KL-. ».,^-aJ|»U 

A name applied to Nahavend, as well as to Hatnazan and 
Kum, because they were conquered by the people of El-Basrah. 
We have only one coin struck here by El-Mnktefee, of the 
Abbasee Khaleefehs, date 292. 

Bazghis. o^^*^ 

A town in Khorassan, lat. 34° 27' N., long. 68° 38' E. 
Rogers Bey mentions coins of this mint. 

A seaport town of Arabia in lat. 25° 1 6' N., long. 6Q9 40' 
E. The B. M. possesses three coins of this mint. 

Bejatbh. i^ 

In lat. 37^ V N., long. 4° 51' E., to the eastward of Algiers, 
lies the seaport of Bnjeya, an important place in ancient times. 
In 1051, Abubekr bin Omar, or as the Spanish authors call 
him, Abu Texefien, an Arab malcontent, aided by a large 
army, rebelled and drove out the Arabian Sheikhs not only 
out of Nuraidia and Lybia, but also out of the western dis* 
tricts. In the l3th century the descendants of those Sheikhs 
or princes regained their dominions, and divided the kingdom 
of Algiers into the provinces of Tremecen, Tenez, Algiers 
proper, and Bujeyah. This name appears on one coin of the 
Muwahids, the name of the prince and date being uncertain. 

Bejateh, Medbenet. ^t^&ijtx^ 

This prefix is found on one coin, of the Benee Mereen 
dynasty, date illegible. 

Bekbek. «^^ 

This mint furnishes one coin of Aboo-Saeed of the Mongols 
of Persia ; date 737 A.H. 

Beled. Ah 

An ancient city in Mesopotamia known as old Mosil, lat. 
36° 25' N., long. 42° 50' E. Beled appears on one coin of 
Beg Fulad of the Golden Horde ; date illegible. 

Bengal. *^^. 

The Ayeen Akbery states that gold, silver and copper coins 
were struck at this mint by Akbar. 
3 
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BlNKETH. ^^ 

This mint is only met with on one copper coin of Nasr II. 
of the Samanees dynasty ; date 806. 

Bhakab. j^. 

A fortified island on the river Indus, in lat. 27° 42' N., 
long. 68° 66' E. So early as A.D. 1327, when Sind was an 
appanage of the Delhi Empire, Bhakar was a place of note, 
trustworthy persons being employed by the Emperor Moham- 
ed Tughlak to command there. During the reign of the 
Sammah princes this fort changed hands several times. In 
the reign of Shah Beg Arghun, the fortifications appear to 
have been partially, if not wholly, rebuilt, the Fort of Alor 
being broken up to supply the necessary materials. In 1574, 
the place was delivered up to one Keshu Khan, a servant of 
the Moghal Emperor Akbar Shah. In 1736, the fortress fell 
into the hands of the Kulhora princes, and at a subsequent 
date into that of the Afghans, by whom it was retained till 
captured by Mir Rustam Khan of Khairpur, A copper 
mint of Akbar. The later Moghals and Duranis struck 
silver and copper coins here. The author has a rupee of 
Nadir Shah struck here in 1164 A.H. 

Bhanpura. 0^^^ 

A town in Indore State, Central India, in lat. 24° 3CK N., 
long. 76° 47' E., on the river Rewa. A silver coin of Sher 
Shah is attributed by Mr. Thomas to this mint. 

BhILSA. A-iA4J 

A town in Bhopal State, Central India, in lat. 23° 31' N., 
long. 77° 60' E. It is perched on a rock, and has a fort 
enclosed by- a castellated stone wall surrounded by a ditch. 
After changing hands several times Bhilsa was finally, in 
1570, incorporated with the empire of Delhi by Akbar. This 
mint appears on a rupee of Shah Jehan in the cabinet of 
Mr. C. J. Rodgers. 

Bhieah. %jW. 

A town in lat. 32° 29' N., long. 72° 67' E., on the left bank 
of the river Jhelum, in Shahpur District, Punjaub. The 
original city lay on the left bank, and possessed considerable 
importance. The new town was founded about 1540 round 
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the tomb of -a Mobamedan saint. It was tbe centre of a 
Mabal under Akbar, and was plundered and laid waste bj 
Abmed Shah's General, Nor-ud-din, in 1757* Akbar had a 
copper mint here. 

Buna, ^k^ 

A town of Hindostan, in the Bnrthpar district, lat. 
26° 65' N., long. 77** 25' E. A copper mint of Sher Shah. 

BiHKUBAZ-EL-AsFAL. ji-i II I j Uft^J 

One of three towns on the Euphrates, called respectively 
Bihkubaz-el-A'al, Bihkubaz-el-Awsat, and Bihkubaz-el- 
Asfal. This is one of the mints referred to bj Rogers Bej, 

The chief town of the sub-division of the same name in 
Kaladgi district in the Bombay Presidency; lat. 16° 49' N., 
long. 75° 46' E. It was the seat or capital of the Mobamedan 
Adal Shahi dynasty, and was founded by Yusaf, a son of 
Murad II., the Othmanlee Sultan. The dynasty ruled there 
from 1601 A, D, to 1686, when Aurungzieb took the city and 
put an end to its existence as an independent State. A silver 
mint of Aurungzieb with the titles of Dar-ul-Zafar and Kam 
Bakhsh. 

BlNDRABUN. lH •^ 

An ancient town in the Mathura district, N.-W. Provinces^ 
lat. 27° 23' N., long. 77° 44' E. Bindrabun, or properly 
Vrindaban, is compounded of Vrinda, " holy basil," Ocymum 
sanctum, from Vrin ** to please," and Ban or Van, ** a forest," 
literally a forest of toolsee trees. It ranks amongst the 
holiest cities of the Hindoos. The city was almost destroyed 
by Aurungzieb. A copper mint of Shah Alam II. 

Brusa. ^jji 

Or Broussa Prusa-ad-Olympum is a city of Asia Minor, 
Anatolia, in lat. 40° 11^ N., long. 29° 8' E. It was anciently 
the capital of Bithynia, and after the capture by Orchan in 
1356, it continued to be the capital and burial place of the 
Turkish Sultans until Amurath removed his seat of Empire to 
Adrianople. There are many coins of this mint in the B. M. 
belonging to the Othmanlee dynasty, ranging between 822 
and 963 A. H. 
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Bukhara, tj^ 

A town in Turkistan, in lat. 39° 48' N., long. 46° 34' E. 
Bukhara signified, in ancient Persian, *' the mart or emporium 
of the sciences." Tradition assigns the foundation of Bukhara 
or Trybactra to the age of Alexander the Great. In A. H. 
90, the Mohamedan troops under Kateibah captured the city 
and laid it under tribute. In A. H. 617, Jenguiz Khan took 
the city and totally destroyed it, and it was not rebuilt till 
the end of his reign. Under Timur it flourished anew, and 
it is now one of the richest cities of Central Asia. Many 
dynasties minted here between 209 and 1294 A. H. 

Bukhara, Medeenet. IjlaJiLxjAx 

The prefix of Medeenet to Bukhara is met with on three 
coins, dated 151, 193 and 194. 

BULQHAR. J U.ij 

Or Bulgari, was the capital of the region sometimes called 
Great Bulgaria, in lat. 64° hT N., long. 44° 40' E. The old 
Arab writers regarded it as nearly the limit of the habitable 
world, and it seems to have been the northern limit of Arab 
travel. Bulghar was first captured by the Mongols in 1225 
A. D., and it seems to have perished in the 15th century ; but 
its position is still marked by a village called Bulgari. This 
place gives us six coins of the Golden Horde, two with the 
dates 731 and 737. 

Bust. ^^>*h 

A town in Afghanistan, lat. 32° 38' N., long. 64° 12' E., 
said to be identical with the ancient Abeste. It was taken by 
Sebekteggin in A. H. 367, and in 953 Humayoon besieged 
and took it. There is one coin of this mint struck in the 
name of Talhah of the Tahirees dynasty ; date^209. 

Bust, Medeenet. t-s*— j&ajA/o 

The addition of the word Medeenet to Bust appears on a 
coin of El-Leyth of the Saffarees dynasty ; date 298. 

Cabool. JjI^ 

The capital city of Afghanistan, situate in lat. 34*^ 30' N., 
long. 69° 3' E. In 977 A. D., Sebekteggin, the founder of the 
Ghaznevide dynasty, made himself master of Cabool, and at 
the close of the 14th century it fell into the hands of Tamer* 
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lane, and a centnry later Baber made it the seat of his goyern- 
ment, and it contains his tomb. In 1738, it was plundered by 
Nadir Shah, and during the 18th century it was the capital 
of the short-lived Durani Empire. A gold, silver and copper 
mint of Akbar. Jehangir, Shah Jehan, Aumngzieb and the 
Duranis also coined here. 

Champanir. y U^ 

A hill fort and village in the District of the Panch Mahals, 
Gnzerat, situated on an isolated rock of great height, in lat. 
22° 31' N., long. 73° 36' E. It was held by a line of Rajpoot 
Chiefs till 1482, when Mohamed Begara, king of Ahmeda- 
bad, besieged it, and after a blockade of 12 years it yielded to 
him, when he made it his capital, and called it Mohamedabad 
(>hampanir. It remained the capital of Guzerat kings until 
about 1560. The town is now in ruins and almost deserted. 
A copper mint of Humayoon. 

Chinapatan. tr^^ 

This was the name given to the town of Madras by the 
natives of the Peninsula; lat. 13° 9' N., long. 80° 21' E; A 
silver mint of Shah Alam I. 

Chunae. j^^ 

A rock fortress in the valley of the Ganges, perched on the 
cre?t of a limestone spur that rises to the height of 160 feet 
abruptly from the edge of the stream ; lat. 25° 10' N., long. 
82° 59' E. One coin of Sher Shah is attributed to this mint 
by Mr. Thomas. 

Damighan. e)^ I*> 

Damghan is a decayed little town in Khorassan, lat. 36° 12' 
N., long. 54** 38' E,, fall of ruins, ancient and recent, though 
buried in the midst of most prosperous looking gardens. This 
mint is represented by three coins, two of tJljaitu, of the 
Mongols of Persia, one dated 714, and one of Shah Hukh, 
dated 836. 

Daniyet. AjJt^ 

A maritime town of Spain enclosed by walls with a ruined 
castle ; lat. 38° 52' N., long. 0° 4' W. The only coin of this 
mint in the B. M. has no date, and the name of the prince is 
uncertain. 
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Darabjard. tJj^^tj^ 

Commonly called Darab, is a town in Persia in the province 
of Farsistan, in lat. 29° 4' N., long. 54° 19' E. It is said to 
Lave been founded by Darius. About 70 years after its first 
foundation, it was taken by Chosroes. The fortifications 
were erected by Justinian. This is an Amawee mint, the 
coins dating from 92 to 97 A.H. 
Dar-ul-Adl-Agrah, »^I Ja*JIjI*3 

One of the titles by which Agrah was known, and is met 
with on the copper coins of Humayoon. 

Dar-ul-Islam. ^^S/fjl.3 

This title, which was given to Delhi, is found on the gold 
and silver coins of Ghias-ud- din Tughlak and other Pathans. 

Dar-ul-Khilafat. ^ ^ \j ^ ^ 

This title, given to Agrah and Delhi, is found on the coins 
of the Pathans and Humayoon. 

Dar-ul-Tasuwwir. jy^ 'j ' *> 

This title is found on a coin in the possession of Mr. C. J. 
Rodgers, struck by Ahmed Shah of Delhi. 

Daulatabad. iibtiJj»> 

A town in the Nizam's dominions, in lat. 19° 57' N., long 
75** 18' E. It is celebrated for its fortress, which has from 
remote antiquity been the stronghold of the rulers of the 
Dekkan. The original name of the place under the Hindoos 
was Deogir. It received the name of Daulatabad from the 
Emperor Mohamed, son of Tughlak Shah, who proposed to 
make it the capital of the empire in place of Delhi. Coins 
were struck here by Ghias-ud-din Tughlak, his son Moham- 
ed and Shah Jehan. 

Debil. J^«> 

Col. Guthrie ascribes an Amawee dirhem, dated 84, to this 
mint, which Yakut places in Armenia. 

Dehli. u^^ 

The former capital of the Moghal empire ; lat. 28° 38' N., . 
long. 77° 16 E. It stands upon a site which has been occu- 
pied by many successive capitals, since the first immigration 
into the valley of the Jumna. The name of Dilli or Dillipur, 
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makes its appearance in the middle of the Isfc century B. C. 
During the reign of Mohamed Tnghlak in 1398 A.D., the 
city was completely sacked by Timnr. In May 1626, Baber 
entered Delhi and established the Moghal dynasty. The 
Emperor Shah Jehan having rebuilt and fortified the city, 
gave it the name of Shabjehanabad. Delhi, which had been 
successively the seat of Government of the several Pathan and 
Moghal dynasties, was again sacked by Nadir Shah in 1739. 
Before the final disruption in 1760, the city was devastated 
by a civil war, carried on for six months ; it was twice sacked 
by Ahmed Shah Durani, and finally spoiled by the Marathas. 
The part called Jahanpannah was situated in the midst of the 
inhabited city. The titles Dar-uHslam and Dar-ul-Khilafat 
found on coins refer to this city. A Pathan and Moghal 
mint for all Sultans of Delhi for gold, silver, silver plus copper 
and pure copper. 

Demawend. i^j^^d 

A town in Khorassan, lat. 35° 39' N., long. 52° 9' E. There 
is one coin struck here in the name of Hoseyn Baikara, date 
illegible. 

The Tagara of the Romans, the Daulatabad or Dowlatabad 
of modem history. This name is found on the coins of 
Ghias-u-din Tughlak and his son Mohamed. 

Derah. tji^ 

A village in the Punjaub situate in the Doab between the 
Indus and the Chenaub ; lat. 30° 42' N., long. 71° 20' E. A. 
Durani mint for gold, silver and copper. 

Derbend. <^0*^ 

Or Derbent, the ancient Albana, is a fortified maritime 
town of Russia, the capital of the province of Daghestan on 
the Caspian Sea, in lat. 42° 8' N., long. 48° 10^ E. There 
are two large iron gates in the walls which inclose the town 
on the north and south, through which the road passes, and 
which could be closed at pleasure ; hence the name Derbend, 
or " closed gates. *' The Turks call it Demir Kapu, " the iron 
gates." The town is very ancient, the fortifications having, 
it is said, been erected by the 1st Darius. The present wall 
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formed part of the fortifications erected by Chosroes. It 
subsequently passed into the hands of the Arabians, Per- 
sians and Russians. We have one coin of Toktamish of the 
Golden Horde struck here in 791 A. H. 

Destuwa. \y^^ 

A town of Fars, said to be El- Ahwaz. The author has one 
Amawee coin struck here in 93, and the B. M. has one dated 
96. 

Detr. ji •> 

A town in Asiatic Turkey, in lat. 35° 4' N., long. 40** 18' B. 
The B. M. possesses one coin of Iskender of the dynasty of 
Kara-Kuyuuli ; datQ illegible « 

Dhae. jIa»> 

Or Dharanuggur, is the capital of a Rajpoot State in Cen- 
tral India ; lat. 22*^ 36' N., long. 75° 20' E. It was formerly 
a place of considerable importance. This mint is met with 
on some of the forced currency of Mohamed Tughlak. 

BlARBEKAR. J^'ijk'^ 

One of the names by which the city of Amid was known, 
and is mentioned as a mint in '' Monete Cufiche del Museo 
di Milano.'* There is also one copper coin of Mohamed I. of 
the Othmanlee dynasty, dated 1146. 

DiMASHK. (3^^^ 

• Or Damascus, Es-Sham of the Arabs, in Syria, lat. 
33° 34' N., long. 36° 20'E., is remarkable as x)ne of the oldest 
cities in the world, being known in the time of Abraham ; 
and also as having retained its importance whilst so many 
other great cities have all but disappeared. It passed 
through many vicissitudes, being invaded and destroyed by 
the Assyrians, who rebuilt and colonised it, and for a thou- 
sand years it continued to flourish as a commercial capital 
and royal residence. In B. C. 64, it submitted to the Romans^ 
and later we read that St. Paul visited Damascus. For 
nearly three centuries Christianity was predominant in 
Damascus. In 643 A. D. the city fell into the hands of the 
Moslems, and in 661 Mo'awiyeh, the first khaleefeh of the 
Amawees, made Damascus the seat of his government, 
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and the capital of the Mohamedan empire. It has a place 
in history as being the scene of a battle between the Crusa- 
ders and the Moslems, and two centuries later it was invaded 
and devastated by Tamerlane, but it again rose from its 
ashes. It fell into the hands of the Turks a century later. 
From the earliest period down to 1 058 A. H. this mint was 
used by different dynasties . 

DOGAM. (♦ (? J ti 

This name, or Adogam, is found on some fulus of Akbar's. 

DUNETSIR. ^rHi-' ^ 

A celebrated city near the suburbs of Jezeira, at the foot of 
Mount Mardin, lat. 37° 2' N., long. 41° 18^ E. This fortress, 
which belonged to the prince of Mardin, came into the posses- 
sion of Ashraf Ajubita in A.H. 61 7, but is not mentioned in 
history till 625, when it formed part of the dominions of the 
prince of Amid. The only coin of this mint in the B. M. is 
struck in the name of Imed-ed-Dowleh Mundhir in 476 A. H. 



Elichpur. jji^ ^ 

The chief town of Elichpur District in Berar, lat. 21° 15' N., 
long. 77° 29' E.; it was once a great and prosperous city. 
Mr. Chas. J. Rodgers has a coin struck at this mint by Shah 
Alam I. in the 5th year of his reign, 1124 A.H. 

Enderabeh. <*j lj«iJI 

A town in Turkistan, lat. 35° 55' N"., long. 69° 28' E. The 
Aboo Dawoodee and Samanees dynasties struck coins here 
between 277 and 360 A.H. 

Eriwan. e^tjjt 

A fortified town of Russian Armenia, lat. 40° 8' N"., long. 
44° 25' E. There is one coin of this mint in the B. M., 
which bears the name of Aboo-Saeed of the Mongols of 
Persia, date 733 A. H., and one of Ahmed III. of the 
Othmanlee dynasty, date 1115. 

Etdej. ^«^t 

A town in Lai^stan, in lat. 31° 51' N., long. 49° 5' E., which 
was known as Aidhej or Mai- Amir, in the mountains south of 
Shushan, and was the residence of the Atabeg princes. Three 
coins represent this mint, dated 762, 763 and 764 A. H.

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EtN. iji^ 

A town in Irak Arabi, known also as El-Ain ; lat. 30° 36' N., 
long. 4:6° 3' E. This place only adds one Abbasee coin, dated 
348» to our national collection.

Farakhabad, *>^l^y 

A city in the N. W. Provinces, lat. 27° 23' N., long. 
79° 36' E. A gold and silver mint of Mohamed Shah and 
his saccessors. 

Faris. u»j^ 

Farsor Farsistan, a province of Persia, between lat. 28^ and 
32' N., and long. 50°, having on the S.W. the Persian Gulf, 
and on the other sides the provinces of Khuzistan, Irak-Ajemi, 
Kerman and Laristan. Ifc was the patrimony of Cyrus, and 
with the substitution of P. for its initial letter, it gave name, 
among the ancient Greeks, to the whole empire of his succes- 
sors. The B. M. Cat. describes one Abbasee coin of this 
mint, dated 233, and three of the Saffarees dynasty, dated 
264, 294 and 296. The author has others of different dates. 

Farwan. u'^y 

Far wan, which is evidently the E[arwan of Joubert's Edrisi, 
the latter being a mistranscription for Farwan, is now known 
as Parwan, and is situated in a nook of the Hindoo Koosh, and 
has from its position near the terminus of several of the chief 
passes, often been famous in Asiatic history. At Parwan the 
army of Jenguiz was checked for the moment in 1221, being 
defeated by Sultan Jalal-ud-din of Khuwarezm. Parwan is 
situated in lat. 35° 12' N., long. 69° 4s' E., about eight miles 
north, and 19 miles west of Beghram. The Hindoos of the 
country call it Milwan, and assert it to have been the capital of 
Raja Milwan. Milwan may be a Hindoo appellation, but it 
has been also assumed by Mohamedans. Farwan supplies 
five coins of the Ghaznawee dynasty, three of which are dated 
366, 380 and 383 A. H. 

Fas. u-^ 

Now known as Fez, was an ancient and important city in 
Morocco, in lat. 34° 5' N., long. 6° 15' W. It was built in 
A. H. 192, A. D. 807> by the reigning prince, a descendant of 
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Edris of the house of All, who had reTolied against thd 
Khaleefehs Hadee and Haroon-er-Rasheed. It rapidly rose to 
be one of the most flourishing cities of North Africa, and was 
esteemed a sacred city and place of pilgrimage. There are 
several coins of this mint with the prefix Medeenet belonging 
to the Benee Mereen and Moorish dynasties, with illegible 
dates ; those coins with the prefix '* Had" on them range 
between 1093 and 1290 and belong to the Filelee Shereefs. 

Pasa. LJ 

Fasa or Fesa, a town of Persia, in the province of Fars, 
south-east of .Shiraz, lat. 28^ 67' N., long. 63° 48' E. 
Bogers Bey mentions coins of this mint. 



Pattehpur. j^- 

The former capital of the Moghal Empire, situated in 
Agrah District, N. W. Provinces, lat. 27° 5' N., long. 77'' 42' 
E. It was founded by the Emperor Akbar in 1670 A. D. 
with a view to its establishment as the permanent seat of the 
Moghal Court, and it was enriched by magnificent architectural 
works in the time of Akbar and Jehangir ; it was abandoned 
within 50 years of its foundation in favour of Delhi. It now 
chiefly consists of a vast expanse of ruins, enclosed by a high 
stone wall, some 5 miles in circuit. A gold, silver and copper 
mint of Akbar and Jehangir. 

Ferghanbh. *j^/ 

Now called Khokan, or Khokand, a town in Turkistan, in 
lat. 41° 2' N., long. 70° 2' E. The province of Ferghaneh 
was the native territory of the fisithep of Baber. In A. H. 94 
Kateibah, the general of Weleed, penetrated into Ferghaneh 
and made it tributary. This mint is represented by one 
copper coin of Mansoor I., of the Samanees dynasty, date 368 
A.H.

An ancient city in Khuwarezm, first called Fil, afterwards 
Mansurah, and now called Karkanj ; lat. 41° 60' N., long. 
58° 0' E. Coins of this mint are alluded to by Rogers Bey. 
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FlLISTBEN. i^-i^a^ 

The Southern Disfcnofc of Syria, now known as Palestine. 
There are several coins of this mint belonging to the Fatimee 
Khaleefehs and Benee Tooloon and Ikhsheedees dynasties, 
struck between 285 and 442 A. H. 

FlRUZABAD. '^^'ifjx^ 

Panduah, or as it is commonly called Peruah, is a deserted 
town in Maldah District, lat. 25° 12' N., long 88° 20' E.,once 
the Mohamedan capital of the province. Its ruins lie in 
almost impenetrable jungle. General Cunningham proposed 
that it should be called Hazrat Panduah, to distinguish it from 
the town in the Hoogly District. Its first appearance in 
history is in the year 1353 A. D., when Ilias Khwaja Sultan, 
the first independent king of Bengal, is said to have trans- 
ferred his capital from Gaur to Panduah. The Court name 
for Panduah was Firuzabad, which during this period makes 
its appearance on the coins. The seat of Government remained 
here during the reigns of five successive monarchs, when it 
was permanently retransferred to Gaur. A mint used by the 
Sultans of Bengal. 

FuEAT, El-, o 1^1 

This name was given to many villages irrigated by the 
river Euphrates. A coin of this mint is described by Rogers 
Bey, dated 9 5 A. H. 

FuRBAH. »y 

A town of Afghanistan, on the river Furrah-rood, lat. 32° 27' 
N., long. 62° 8' E. It was a large and populous town, but is 
now completely ruined. It is supposed to have been the 
capital of Andophara and of his dynasty. It was called by 
the Greeks Parra and Phra. Rogers Bey describes coins of 
this mint. 

FUSTAT, El-. JolkJJl 

This Arab city was founded by Omar ibn El- As, who con- 
quered Egypt in the Khalifateof Omar, A. D. 638. Lat. 30° V 
N., long. 31° 15' E. It is said to have received its original 
name of Fustat from the leather tent (fustat) Omar there 
pitched for himself during the siege of the Roman fortress. 
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Fustat continued to be the royal residence, as well as the capi- 
tal of Egypt, until the time of Ahmed ibn Tooloon. Gowher- 
el-Kaied having been sent by Moez to conquer Egypt, founded 
the new city called Misr-el-Kahirah (Cairo), which four years 
after (in A. D. 974) became the capital of the country, and 
Fustat received the appellation of Misr-el-Ateeka, or Old 
Misr, changed by Europeans into "Old Cairo." In 1168 
when the Crusaders invaded Lower Egypt, the Saracens set 
fire to Fustat, which continued burning for 54 days, and was 
utterly destroyed. The name Fustat appears on coins men- 
tioned by Rogers Bey. 

Gharnatah. /'-tU^ 

Granada, lUiberis, a city of Spain, and capital of the pro- 
vince of the same name, lat. 37° 12' N., long. 3^ 38' W. It 
contains the remains of *the Alhambra, the ancient palace of 
the Moorish kings. The city of Granada was founded by the 
Moors in the 10th century, and was at first subject to the 
khaleefehs or kings of Cordova. The B. M. has six coins 
struck here by the Beneo Idrees and Benee Nasr dynasties, 
the dates of which are illegible. 

Ghazneh. *J>-^ 

Now Ghazni, a town and fortress in Afghanistan, in lat. 
33° 34' N., long. 68° 19' E., on the left bank of the river of 
the same name. The town gave its name to the founder of 
the Mussulman Empire of India, and Mohamud of Ghazni 
(997-1030) was only the forerunner of a long series of inva- 
ders, who streamed southwards over the passes of Afghanistan, 
There are four coins of the Ghaznawee dynasty, two of these 
are dated 418 and 441. 

Ghazzah *y^ 

The Arabic name for Gaza, a city of Palestine, lat. 
31° 31' N., long. 34° 34' E. It is mentioned very early in 
Holy Writ. It was one of the chief cities of the Philistines, 
and it appears to have always remained a place of some 
importance, but now has very scanty remains of antiquity. 
This mint is only referred to by Rogers Bey, who describes 
some coins as being struck here. 
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Qhiaspur. j^4* 

A towu in Bengal in lat. 25° 4' N., long. 88° 10' E. A 
mint ased by the Saltans of Bengal. 

Ghob. jy^ 

A town in Afghanistan, lat. 33° 0' N., long. 63° 22' B. 
The coins of this mint belong to the Ghori kings. 

GOBINDPUR. jjJ ^,j^ 

A town in Bengal, lat. 22° 1' N., long. 88° 36' E. A cop- 
per mint of Akbar. 

GOLKANDA. %^ {}y 

A fortress and mined city in the Nizam's dominions, in 
lat. 17° 22' N., long. 78° 26' E. In former times Golkanda 
was a large and powerfal kingdom of the Dekkan, which 
arose on the downfall of the Bahmani dynasty, bat was sab- 
daed by Aarangzieb in 1687 and annexed to the dominions 
of the Delhi Empire. A silver mint of Aarangzieb. 

GORAKHPUR. Jj^jjr 

A city in the District of the same name, in lat. 26° 44' N., 
long. 83° 23' E., on the riyer Rapti. It was foanded in abont 
1400 A. D. on the site of a more ancient city. This place is 
said to have been a copper mint of Akbar 's. 

GULISTAN. e)^*^ 

This name was given to Serai. This mint gives as foar 
coins of the Golden Horde, strack in the name of Jani-beg, in 
752, 753, 754 and 766 A. H. 

GULISTAN BeLED. «^f c^ ^^^ 

The prefix Beled is foand on the coins of the Golden Horde 
between 759 and 767 A. H. 

Gblistan, New. «\! ^ ^ iy ^^ 

A name also given to New Serai, Great Serai or Jani-beg 
Serai. This mint adds two coins of the Golden Horde, one 
in the name of Mir Id, date *?^^ \ and the other with the 
name Azeez Sheykh, date illegible. 
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GULISTiN SeEAI. (S^j-^^ ,j)l*«if 

The name of this mint only appears on a coin of Mnrid of 
the Golden Horde, date 763. 

GWALIOE. jk^^j^ 

The present fortress and capital of Owalior State, in lat. 
26° 13' N.,long. 78° 12' E., stands on an isolated rock. The 
old town, which is of considerable size, lies at the eastern base 
of the rock. There is mnch difference as to the precise date of 
the foundation of this city, but it is supposed to be yery 
ancient, and to have been built in 773 by Surya Sen. In 
1023 it was unsuccessfully besieged by Mohamud of Ghazni, 
and taken by Mohamud Ghori in 1196. After this it changed 
hands several times. Bupees of Rafi-ud-daijat, Mohamed 
Shah and Farukhsir struck at this place are in the cabinet of 
Mr. Chas. J. Bodgers. 

Hajji Tabehan. C.I ^y is^ ^ 

In lat. 46° 25' N., long. 48'' 5' E. Also called Hadji- 
terkhan, Astrakhan and Adshoterkban, was the metropolis 
of the ancient province on the Volga, and was demolished 
with Serai, its neighbour, by Timur in the winter of 1395. 
The inhabitants were driven out and the whole city reduced 
to ashes. The Golden Horde furnishes us with six coins of 
this mint, two dated 786 and 795. 

Hajr. >sr^ 

The chief town of El-Yemameh in lat. 24** 7' N., long. 
51° 14' E. This name appears on one coin of El-Temameh, 
date 166. 

Halab. v^^ 

The present Aleppo, in lat. 36° 11' N., long. 37° 9' E. 
The Arabs affirm that the Patriarch Abraham, when on his 
way to Canaan, settled for a time on the hill where Aleppo 
stands, and where a mosque still remains in his memory. 
It is related that Abraham at a certain hour daily distributed 
milk to the poor who then assembled, and repeated the words 
•' Ibrahim Haleb, *' Abraham has milked. This gave rise to 
the name •* Halab " being given to the city. Esh-Shabba was 
af terwiffds added, it being the epithet attached to a dappled 
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COW in the herd which was disfcingnished by her low. Halab is 
identical with the Chalybon of Strabo and Ptolemy, and was 
changed to that of Beraa by Seleucns Nicator. In 638 A. H. 
the Arabs asserted themselves and restored the original name 
of Ilalab or Chaleb. It was anited to the Byzantine empire 
in the lOfch century," and in 1124 was besieged by the Crnsa- 
ders, but a sudden rise of the river forced them to abandon 
it. In 1139 Halab was shaken by a terrible earthquake, and 
destroyed in 1170. It was soon rebuilt and was for a time the 
capital of Syria. In 1400 Aleppo was taken by Timur, who, 
after ransacking the city and castle, utterly demolished the 
towers and battlements. There are many coins of this mint 
representing several dynasties between 294 and 1171 A.H. 

Hamadhan. u'**** 

Or Ecbatana, the ancient capital of Media, in lat. 34° 58' 
N., long. 48° 26"" E., was founded by Dejoces. Old historians 
have written it as Agbatana and Apobatana. This city was 
taken by Moslems in A. H. 21, The B, M. has one Amawee 
coin, dated 94, one of the Seljookees of El-Irak, one of the 
Buweyhee dynasty, and several of later dynasties between 700 
and 738 A. H. struck at this mint. 

Hamah. ^^•^ 

Or Hammah, Epiphania, and the Hamath of Scripture, 
was a city of Syria on the Orontes, in lat. 35° 21' N"., long. 
36° 40' E. After the reduction of Aleppo, Timur proceeded 
to capture this citadel, but the inhabitants surrendered and 
paid large tribute. The B. M. has seven coins struck here 
by Ayyoobees and Bahree Mem looks, two of which are dated 
683 and 755. 

Harab. El-, j ^^^ i 

The ancient capital of Hadiyah, called by the citizens 
** Harar Gay ;'* by the Somal ** Adari ;*' by the Gallas ** Ada- 
ray ;" and by the Arabs and ourselves " Harar'* or ** Ararge," 
was the capital of the province of the same name, in lat. 9^ 
51' N., long. 42° 20' E. It was the ancient metropolis of a 
once mighty race, the only pernianent settlement in Eastern 
Africa. It was the reputed seat of Moslem learning, a walled 
city of stone houses, possessingits independent chief, its peculiar 
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popniation, its unknown language, and its own coinage ; the 
emporium of the coffee trade, the head- quarters of slavery, 
the birth-place of the Kat plant, and the great manufactory 
of cotton cloths. A tradition existed amongst the people of 
Harar that the prosperity of their city depended upon tho 
exclusion of all travellers not of the Moslem faith, and all 
Christians were specially interdicted. This mint supplies 
only one coin of Ameer, dated 1248. 

Hardwar. ^'j*>>^ 

An ancient historical town and place of pilgrimage in the 
Saharanpur district, on the right bank of the Ganges. Lat. 29° 
67' N., long. 78° 12' E. The town was originally known as 
Kapila or Gupila. It was known to the Chinese in the 7th 
century as Mo-yu-lo. The name of Hardwar or Haridwar, 
literally " Vishnu's Gate,*' is of comparatively modem ori- 
gin. Mr. C. J. Rodgers has in his cabinet a rupee of Shah 
Alam II. struck at this place. 

Haeooneeyeh, El-, ^jj W ' 

A small town near Maraash, in the Syrian pass of Mount 
El-Iiukkam, founded by Haroon-er-Rasheed ; lat. 37° 50' N., 
long. 37° 10' E. There are three Abbasee coins of this 
mint, dated 169, 170 and 171. 

Harran. o)*./^ 

Harran or CharrcB, a town of Asiatic Turkey, lat. 36° 52' 
N., long. 39° r B. Crassus was defeated near this city by 
the Parthians, B. C. 53. In A. H. 18 this city surrendered 
to Ayauz, the general of Omar. The B. M. has five coins 
struck here, two of which are dated 307 and 591. 

Harunabad. O^lJ^jlA 

A town in Kurdistan, lat. 34° 4/ N., long. 46° 55' E. 
This mint is mentioned by Rogers Bey. The author has ono 
Abbasee coin, dated 169. 

Hasanabad. <3^U»^ 

Lat. 18° 10' N., long. 79° 15' E. Houssun, an inhabitant 
of Delhi, was in tho service of an astrologer high in the favour 
of the prince Mohamed Tughlak Shah. As a reward for 
6 
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his honesty in taking to him a pot of gold antique coins he 
had found, the prince conferred on him the command of one 
hundred horse. He rose in favour and received the title of 
Zuffir Khan and some lands. He assumed command of the 
province of Dekkan, and was crowned as Sultan Ala-ud-din 
Houssun Kangoh Bahmani, and coins were thus struck. 
Koolburga, his residence, was newly named Ahssunabad, 
** most excellent abode," this being the superlative of his title 
Houssun, and it then became the capital of the Mussulmans in 
the Dekkan. Gold coins were struck here by Aurungzieb. 
Mr. C. J. Rodgers possesses one. 

Hashimiyah, El-. aa^^WI 

This was the name given to the ancient city of Anbar on 
the Euphrates, in lat. 35° 8' N., long. 39° 54' B., which was 
long the granary or store-house of the kings of Persia, where, 
on the removal of the court from Koofeh, AbuLAbbas in 
A. H.134, A. D. 751, laid the foundations of Medeinah Hash- 
miah, " the city of the Hashemites." It continued to be the 
residence of the Khaleefeh until El-Mansoor removed the court 
to the new city built by him, the present Bagdad. El-Hashi- 
miyah is known to the Arabs of the present day as Feluzia. 
It continued a flourishing city until Hulaku, the grandson of 
Jenguiz Khan, took Bagdad, when his troops plundered and 
destroyed Wasit and El-Hashimiyah. Rogers Bey mentions 
this mint. 

HlRAH. i^j^ 

A city in Afghanistan, formerly the capital of Khorassan, 
situate in lat. 34° 29' N., long. 62° 8' E., now known as 
Herat. The historian Khondemar says of it: '* Originally 
founded by Lohorausp, it was considerably augmented by 
Gushtasp, further enlarged by a royal Boh men, and finally 
completed by Alexander the Grecian." It is supposed to bo 
the Aria of the Greeks. Herat was formerly called Heri, 
and is one of the most ancient and renowned of all the cities 
of the East. It was for a long time the capital of the empire 
which was transmitted by Tamerlane to his sons. It passed 
to the Buffavees or Sofis of Persia, from whom it was taken by 
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the Duranis in 1715. It was retaken by Nadir Shah in 1731, 
and fell into the hands of Ahmed Shah in 1749, since which 
time it has been held by the Duranis. This place was used 
as a mint by several dynasties between the years 90 and 
1003 A. H. 

Herah, Beledet-. i^. i\j^ 

The prefix of Beledet is found on one coin of Hoseyn of the 
Kerts dynasty ; date 752. 

Herah, Medeenet-. S I^ *aja* 

One Abbasee coin, dated 206, has the prefix ^'Medeenet" 
on it. 

Hilleh, El-. aW I 

Hillah, on the banks of the Euphrates, in lat. 32° 25' N., 
long. 44° 30' E., marks the site of Babylon, about 58 miles 
south of Bagdad. It was founded in the 5th century A. H. 
The B. M. possesses two coins struck here by the Mongols 
of Persia, dated 711 and 712. 

HiMS. 004^ 

This city was also known as Hames, Hems or Emessa, in 
lat. 34° 35' N., long. 37° 8' E. Khaled, the celebrated general 
of Omar, is said to have died here in A. H. 21, and in A. H. 
18, the illustrious General Abu-Obeidah fell a victim to the 
plague. At this place also died Ayauz in A. H. 18. In A. H. 
803 the inhabitants of Hims submitted to the standard of 
Timur, and were spared destruction. An Amawee copper 
coin struck here is dated 116. One dirhem of the Hamdanee 
dynasty is dated 342, and one of Ahmed of the Jelairs, the 
date of which is illegible. 

Hind, a^a 

A town and fort on the river Indus, lat. 34° 8' N., long, 
72° 33' E. This was a Pathan mint. 

HisN, El-. e^A«^ I 

A town in Lower Kaseem, Arabia, lat. 25° 23' N., long. 
42° 13' E. This mint is represented by six coins, three be- 
longing to the Urtukees of Keyfa and three of Mongols of 
Persia. 
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HiSN KeYFA. ^ LT**" 

A town in Mesopotamia, situate on the Tigris, in lat. 37° 40 
N., long. 41° 20' E. It is the Sapphe of Ptolemy. Aboo- 
Saeed supplies us with one coin of this mint, dated 733. 

HiSSAB. J t-flA. 

A town in Persia, in the province of Azrabeijan, in lat. 
34'' 0' N., long 49° 26' E. It was formerly of importance but 
is now in decay. Near it are the caves of Kereftie anciently 
devoted to Mithraic worship. The only two coins in the 
B. M. of this mint, belonging to the line of Sheyban, have no 
date. 

HlSSAR. jtAa. 

A town in lat. 29° 9' N., long. 75° 45' E., in the district oi 
Hissar. This town was founded by the Emperor Feroze Shah, 
1354 A. D., and became his favourite residence and capital* 
instead of Hansi. This place was a copper mint of Sher Shah 
and Akbar. 

HiSSAE FiRUZAH. ^jj^^^J^^ 

This mint, which is only to be found on the coins of 
Akbar, evidently refers to Hissar. 

HUWETZEH. »>>>*• 

A town in Khuzistan, on an inlet of the river Kerah, not 
far from Ahwaz, in lat. 31° 17' N., long. 48° 1' E. There 
is one coin of Shah Rukh of this mint without date. 

HusN, El-, er^* 

On the east of the sea of Tiberias, on the summit of a hill, 
lie the ruins of El-Husn, in lat. 32° W N., long. 35° 39' 
E. This is one of the mints mentioned by Rogers Bey. 

Ilahabas. ([^IjUJI 

A city in Allahabad district, N. W. Provinces, in lat. 25® 
26' N., long. 81° 55' E. Immediately before Akbar's time 
this place was known as Peag or Prag ; the modern city and 
fort were founded by him in 1575, and denominated Alahabas, 
which subsequently became Allahabad. The name is more 
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correctly Ilhabad or Ilahabad, but the nsnal practice of writ- 
ing it is Allahabad. The Mnssalmans first conqaered it in 
1194 ander Shahab-ud-din Ghori. Baber wrested the district 
from the Pathans in 1529. A copper mint of Akbar. 

Imtiazqaeh. toSji^\ 

An important fortress in the Dekkan, now called Adoni, in 
lat.l6°37' N., long. 77'' 19' E. Traditions allege that it was 
founded in 1200 B. C. by Chander Sen, in the reign of Bhim 
Sinh, ruler of Bidar or Bedar It was called Oodnee or 
Oodneh by the Hindoos, and was situated on the summit 
of a very high hill and was fortified with 11 walls, one 
within another, and made almost impregnable. Ali Adil 
Shah's army under Ankuss Khan after a long and close 
blockade reduced it to the dominions of Beejapur. It was 
retaken by the Marathas soon after the death of Alamgir. 
Aurungzieb struck silver coins here during a short period of 
his reign. 

Ieak, E1-. o'^' 

A town in Irak-Arabi, in lat. 31° 30' N., long. 45^ 50' E. 
The Abbasee Khaleefehs supply us with four dinars, dated 
199, 201, 203 and 204 of this mint 

Iebil. Jjj^ 

A town in Kurdistan in Asiatic Turkey, in lat. 36® 10' N., 
long. 44° (/ B. Here Alexander the Great obtained his final 
and decisive victory over Darius, B. C. 331. It is also known 
as Erbil, Arbil, Arbel and Arbela. There are five coins of this 
mint struck in the name of Kook Booree of the Bekti- 
geenees dynasty. 

ISBAHAN. ii)W*-«* 

This city was formerly the capital of Persia, in lat. 32° 42' 
N., long. 51° 43' E., on the river Zend-rood. It is said to 
be the Aspadana of Ptolemy, and is mentioned as having been 
taken by Ardashir Babegan. The Persians considered it 
unrivalled in grandeur and size, hence the saying *' Ispahan 
nesfe jehan ust." During the reign of the Khaleefeh Omar in 
A. H. 21, A. D. 642, the city of Ispahan after a brave resistance 
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was compelled to submit to the prowess of Abdullah, the son 
of Abbas. In A. H. 131, Kothbah, the general of Aba 
Mosslem, appeared before the city with a large force, when 
the governor refusing to acknowledge the house of Abbas, 
and upholding that of Ommejah, a severe contest resulted 
in the death of the governor with a large part of his 
troops, when the city surrendered. Ispahan became the 
city of empire of Sultan Melik Shah in A. H. 471. In 
789 A. H., the city was invaded by Timur, who ordered 
the inhabitants to be cruelly massacred. In 817, after a siege 
of two months, Ispahan was taken by Shah B>ukh. It was 
one of the richest cities in Asia in the 17th century. During 
the Afghan invasion of Persia its walls were destroyed, and 
it was reduced to a state of decay, in which much of its site 
remains. There are a few coins of this mint belonging to tho 
Seljook dynasty, and the author has one of Aboo-Saeed struck 
at this mint in 733. 

IsBAHAir, Mbdeenbt-. c)^4V«'*^«^^ 

Eight Abbasee coins, between 196 and 312 A. H., have tho 
prefix " Medeenet '* on them. 

ISHBEELEETEH. *Ji^J^^ 

A famous city in Spain, in lat. 37° 22' N., long. 5° 59' W., 
the foundation of which is ascribed by tradition to Hercules. 
Its Phoenician name was Spali or Sephala; by the Romans 
and Greeks it was known as Ispalis or Hispalis, and by the 
Arabs Ishbilia. Modern Spaniards call it Seville. The Arabs 
in 712 made it the seat of their empire, and Abdul -el- Azeez, 
son of Musa ibn Nosseyr, held his court there. It continued 
to be the seat of government until the time of Ayoub, who 
removed to Cordova. Subsequently it became the capital of 
a separate kingdom. The name Ishbeeleeyeh is met with on 
thirteen coins of Murabit and Benee Hood dynasties between 
510 and 540 A. H. 

ISKENDEREEtEH, El-. i|jAi5UiJlf 

Alexandria was founded B. C. 323, on the site of a small 
town called Racotis or Rhacotis, lat. 31° 12' N., long. 29° 
52' E., by the great conqueror, after whom it received its 
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name. After the death of Alexander this city was govemed 
by the Ptolemies for 300 years, but at the death of Cleo- 
patra it passed into the hands of the Romans. In the year 
638 the Saracens invaded Egypt and took Alexandria, when 
the celebrated library was destroyed by order of the 
Khaleefeh Omar. From this time the city gradually declined. 
In A. D. 969, the Fatimite Khaleefehs, haying taken Egypt 
and built Cairo, the city of Alexandria still further declined. 
The B. M. possesses many coins of this mint, belonging to 
different dynasties, struck between 465 and 818 A. H. 

Islamabad. oIjUIUI 

In 1665, Chittagong, the chief town of the district of the 
same name, situate in lat. 22° 2V N., long. 91° 52^ E., was 
besieged and captured by the Moghals nnder Umed Khan, 
who changed the name of the place to Islamabad. A silver 
mint of Anrungzieb and some of his successors. 

ISLAMBOL. Jy^^^ 

This name is fonnd on the coins belonging to some of the Sul- 
tans of the Othmanlee dynasty. Mr. Poole says : — " Islambol 
(* Islam Plenteous ') is merely a fancy name for Constanti- 
nople. When coins are struck with each name it is notice- 
able that as a rule Islambol occurs on the gold, and Constan- 
tinople on the silver coinage. The theory that Islambol was 
nsed instead of Kustanteeneeyeh to indicate that the Sultan 
did not inherit by direct Ottoman succession, finds no sup- 
port in the coins themselves." 

ISTAKHR. j^'^ I 

This town, which in the time of Ardashir Babegan was the 
capital of the province of Fars, was built on part of the site 
occupied by the ancient city of Persepolis, lat. 30° 1' N., long. 
52° 57'' E. Persepolis was long considered the capital of 
Persia, and was one of the most magnificent and celebrated 
cities in the world. It was taken and plundered by Alexan- 
der the Great, who burnt its beautiful palace. It was the 
burial place of the ancient kings oi Persia, and the grandeur 
and magnificence of its ruins testify to its former greatness. 
Here are to be found the sculptured remains and inscrip- 
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tions called by the Arabs Nakshi Rustam. It was taken by 
the Moslems under Othman in A. H. 23, Yezdigird being 
compelled to fly. Five Amawee coins and one Abbasee coin 
represent this mint in the B. M. 

Ittawah. tj^\ 

Also written liawah, Etawah^ Etaya and Etaweh, takes its 
name from Int, a brick, and is situate in the province of Agrah, 
in lat. 26° 47' N., long. 79° 3' E. It is said to have* been 
founded about five centuries ago by Sangram Singh, a Chauhan 
chief. This town was a Moghal mint from the time of 
Aurungzieb. 

Jahanpanah. »lAAJL(fA. 

A portion of the inhabited part of the old city of Delhi. 
Sher Shah struck silver coins at this mint. 

Jajerm. (V^^ 

A town of Persia, situate in the north part of Khorassan, 
in lat. 36° 61' N., long. 56° 29' E. One coin of Aboo-Saeed, 
and one of Togha Timur, struck at this mint, are in the National 
Collection. 

Jalandar. J'*«>^^ 

A city in the district of the same name, in lat. 31° 19' N., 
long. 75° 37' E. Jalandar lays claim to considerable antiqui- 
ty, having been the original capital of the Rajpoot kingdom 
of Kotach, which dates back to the period anterior to Alexan- 
der's invasion. Ibrahim Shah of Ghazni reduced the town 
to the Mohamedan yoke. Under the Moghal Empire it 
formed the capital of the Doab between the Sutlej and Beas. 
This place was one of Akbar*s copper mints. 

Jaunpur. j^J^ 

A town situate in Jaunpur district, lat. 25° 41' N., long. 
82° 43' E., on the northern bank of the river Gumti. The 
town is very ancient, and was formerly the capital of a consi- 
derable Mohamedan kingdom, which extended from Budaon 
and Ettawah to Behar. A copper mint of Humayoon and a 
gold, silver and copper mint of Akjjar. 
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Jatpur. jy^ 

The present city of Jaipur, lat. 26^ 65'N., long. 75° 52' B., 
was built in A. D. 1728, by Jai Singh II., Raja of Jaipur, 
commonly called Sawai Jai Singh, and the seat of govern- 
ment was thence transferred from Amber, Copper coins of 
Akbar have the name of Jaypur on them. 

Jayy. 



A name formerly given to Ispahan. This mint appears 
upon six Amawee and one Abbasee coiU) the earliest being 
dated 90 A. H.

Jebrien, Beit-, {^ij^ *^*^ 

A town situate between Jerusalem and Ghazzah^ in lat. 
31° 33' N,, long. 35"* 2' E. This is one of the mints named by 
Rogers Bey. 

JebreFT. *j:>^j^ 

A town in Kerman, lat. 28° 9' N., long. 57' 40' E. It was 
formerly a large commercial place, where the caravans of 
Sijistan and Khorassan used to meet. The B. M. collection 
contains only one coin struck here in 382, in the name of 
Samsam-ed-Dowleh. 

Jbhangirnaoar. ^j^Jii^ 

This name was given by Jehangir to Dacca in 1575, when 
he made it the residence of the governor. Dacca is situate 
in the district of the same name in Bengal, on the north 
bank of the Biiriganga river, in lat. 23° 43^ N„ long. 90° 26' 
E. The rise of this city dates from the beginning of the 1 7th 
century, when Islam Khan, the Moghal viceroy, transferred 
to it the seat of government from RajmahaL With the ex- 
ception of a short period it was the capital of Bengal 
daring the whole of the 17th century. Its downfall began 
in 1 704, when Murshid Kuli Khan transferred the seat of 
government to Murshedabad. This name is met with on the 
coins of Jehangir and his successor Shah Jehan. 
6 
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Jenaba. IjIj^ 

A town situated in the province of Fars, in lat. 29° 31' N., 
long. 50° 35' E., known also as Jennaba, Gonnara, Gunaya, 
and Gonava. It has extensive ruins, and was formerly a 
place of considerable importance. This mint adds one coin 
only of Adud-ed-Dowleh, dated 345. 

Jezeereh, El-. jjjjJ^I 

This city was situated on an island in the Tigris, in 
lat. 37° 15' N., long. 42° 14' E. Six or eight centuries ago 
Jezeereh was a large and flourishing city, but at present it is 
little more than a mass of ruins. Two Amawee coins of this 
mint are dated 128 and 129 ; one copper coin, date illegible ; 
and there are four coins of the Mongols of Persia, two dated 
661 and 691, and one of Pir Budak Khan of the Kara 
Kuyunli dynasty, without date. 

JiSR, El-, j-^' 

One coin of this mint, date 80, is described by Rogers Bey 
in the Numismatic Chronicle, 1883. 

JlZAIB, EL-.j-j'^^t 

Or Algiers, is a famous seaport town of Africa, lat. 36° 58' 
N., long. 2° 57' E. The coins of this mint, belonging to the 
Othmanlee dynasty, range between 982 and 1244 A. H. 

Jog z J AN. c)^^>^ 

Or Jurjan, or Gurgan, was situated in Persia, in lat. 37® 
16' N., long. 55° 12' E. In A. H. 30, the metropolis and 
province to the south-east of the Caspian, which probably 
bore in common the name of Jurjaun, submitted to Sand or 
Sauid, the son of El-Auss. The city of Jurjan, together with 
a long and lofty wall which extended on one side to the sea, 
like that on the opposite coast at Derbend, formed an 
almost impregnable bulwark against the Turks or Tartar 
hordes from the side of Khuwarezm, and had often baffled 
the efforts of some of the most powei-ful of the ancient Per- 
sian monarchs to take it. In a great measure it commanded 
the communication between Khorassan and the cities of 
Damaghaun and Rai. In A. H. 97, A. D. 716, the city was 
besieged and taken by Yezeed. In A. H. 130, A. D. 748,

Kotlibali, the general of Abu-Mosslem, entered the city of 
Jurjan with a large army and put to death all he could 
discover of the adherents of the house of Ommeyah. It 
was about this time that the banner and uniform of the 
Moslems was changed from green, the colour of the house 
of Ommeyah, to black, which was ever afterwards the symbol 
of the house of Abbas, founded by Abu Mosslem. The 
army of Jenguiz Khan, under his three eldest sons, laid 
siege to this city in A. H. 618, which they utterly* destroyed 
after a most memorable and gallant resistance, and now 
there are no antiquities or ruins to mark the site of this 
once great city. There is one coin of Mohamud of Ghazni, 
dated 414, and one silver and one copper belonging to the 
Mongols of Persia, dated respectively 717 and 662 A. H. 

JuNAGARH, »»>?ti>^ 

Chief town of the State of the same name in Kathiawar, 
lat. 21° 31' N., long. 70° 36' E. Shah Jehan and Aurung- 
zieb struck coins at this mint. 

JONDEY SaBOOR. JJ^.^ f^^^ 

This important city, which lay in Khuzistan, in lat. 
33° 18' N., long. 48° 35' E., with the country around the 
sources of the Karoon, was reduced by Noman ibn Mocarun, 
the general of Omar, about the year 640 A.D. The only re- 
maining mounds which point to the position of the city are 
now being levelled by the plough. Two coins in the B. M. 
which represent this mint belong to the Amawee dynasty, 
and are dated 80 and 97 A. H. 

Kahirah, El-. ?^lflJt 

The city, which is known to Europeans by the name of 
Cairo, or Grand Cairo, called by the Egyptians Misr, and 
situate in lat. 30° 2' N., long. 31° 18' E. The epithet El- 
Mahrooseh (or the guarded) is generally added. El-Kahir 
(or the planet Mars, an unpropitious star) being ascendant 
at the period of its foundation, it was originally called El- 
Kahireh, whence the Italianised name Cairo. It was found- 
ed at night. Astrologers had been consulted and had fixed 
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on a propitious moment for laying the foundation of the 
city wall. They wore to have given a signal at that precise 
moment by ringing a number of bells which were suspended 
to cords, supported by poles along the whole circumference of 
the intended wall, but a raven happening to alight upon one 
of the cords, bells were put in motion before the chosen time^ 
and the builders who were waiting for the signal imme- 
diately commenced their work. Thus the city was founded 
at an inauspicious instead of a fortunate moment. Cairo is 
dignified with the name of Umm-ed-Dunya (the mother of 
the world) and other high sounding appellations. This mint 
is well represented by a large number of coins belonging to 
several dynasties, between 525 and 914 A. H. 

Kalanur. jj) ^ 

A town in Gurdaspur District, Punjaub, lat. 32*^ 1' N*.^ 
long. 75° 11' E. It is historically interesting as the spot where 
Akbar received the news of his father's death, and ascended 
the imperial throne. It was a place of considerable import- 
ance in the 14 th, 15th and 16th centuries. Akbar had a 
mint at this town. 

Kaiinjae. j^^ 

A town and celebrated hill fort in the Banda district^ 
N. W. Provinces, lat. 25'' 1" N., long. 80° 31' E. According 
to Ferishta, Kalinjar was founded by Kedar Raja in the 7th 
century A. D., but Hindoo literature contains allusions to 
the fort at an earlier date. In 1202 A. D. Kutab-nd-din, the 
viceroy of Mohamud Ghori, took Kalinjar and converted the 
temples into mosques. In 1234, the city fell into the hands 
of Malik Nasirat-nd-din. In 1247, Sultan Nasir-ud-din 
Mohamed conquered the surrounding country. In 1530 
Prince Humayoon laid siege to the fort, which he continued 
intermittently to attack for 12 years. The Afghan Sher 
Shah was killed whilst attacking this fort in 1545. Under 
Akbar Kalinjar formed a jagir of the imperial favourite 
Raja Birbal. Tjater it fell into the hands of Bundelas, but 
Boon passed into the possession of Hardeo Sah of Panna, 
whose descendants held it for four generations. This town 
was one of Aurungzieb*s mints. 
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KaLPI. c5v^I^ 

A town in Jalaun district, N. W. Provinces, lat. 26° 7'' 
N., long. 79° 47' E. Founded, according to tradition, by 
Basdeo, or Vasudeva, who ruled at Kambai from 330 to 400 
A. D. In 1196 it fell to Kutab-nd-din, the viceroy of 
Mahomnd Ghori. Ibrahim Shah Sharki, Prince of Jann- 
pur, laid siege to Kalpi several times during the early part 
of the 15th century. During the Moghal period, Kalpi 
was a very important city. In the reign of Akbar it had a 
mint in which copper coins were struck. It was also a 
mint of Sher Shah and Islam Shah. Mr. C. J. Rodgers has 
i a rupee of Ahmed Shah struck at this place. 

Kamarnagar. j^j*^^ 

This name was given to the fort of Kamul, also written 
Kamaul, Kandanul, Canoul and Kamool, situate in lat. 15° 
49' N., long. 78° 6' E. The fort, which is attributed to 
Gopal Raya, was destroyed by the British in 1865. Moham- 
ed Shah had a silver mint in this town. 

Kambatat. ^ ^ 

The origin or occasion of the name of this city has elicit- 
ed no little research and speculation among Indian historio- 
graphers. Baldeus denominates it the Benjan's Paradise, 
and makes it to be the old Indian Cayras : in the 17th cen- 
tury it was romanised Kambatha by this traveller, and true 
to the vernacular orthography. Tod says : — " It was anciently 
called Papavati, * the sinful city ;' this was afterwards 
changed to Ameravati, * the immortal city,* and thence to 
Bagavati, *the abode of tigers,' and Trimbavati, *the city 
of copper.' The last transition was to Cambayet or Khum- 
bavati, * the city of the pillar.' " The natives of Cambay 
still call it Kambatha, and Nagori or Nagra. Cambay was the 
grand emporium of Guzerat in lat. 22° 18'N., long. 72° W E., 
and the resort of merchants from every quarter of the globe. 
Aurungzieb and the later Moghals coined silver at this town. 

Kanauj. ^^5 

An ancient city in Farrakhabad district, N. W, Provin- 
ces, lat. 27° 2' N., long. 79° 58' E. In former times Kanauj 
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formed tlie capital of a great Aryan kingdom. The pros- 
perity of the city dates from a pre-historic period, and 
seems to have culminated about the 6th century after Christ. 
In 1018 it fell before Mohamed of Ghazni, and again in 
1194 before Mohamud Ghori. In 1540 Humayoon here 
received his crushing defeat at the hands of Sher Shah, 
which compelled him for the time to fly from India and 
renounce the empire of Baber. The ancient city is now in 
ruins. This name appears on the coins of Mohamed Shah, 
his son Ahmed Shah, and on those of Shah Jehan III, 

Kandahar, j^a^^^ 

From the remotest times this city, which is situated in 
lat. 31° 36' N., long. 63° 31' E., was of much importance in 
Asia. It is supposed to have been built by Alexander the 
Great. The Arabs penetrated into Kandahar in the first 
age of the Hijra. In A. D. 865, Yakub bin Leis, founder 
of the dynasty of the Saffarides, possessed himself of Kan- 
dahar ; the Sassanides drove out his successors, and it was 
taken from them by the famous Mohamud Ghaznawi, whose 
dynasty was overthrown by that of the Ghorides. Under 
these last Kandahar fell by turns into the hands of petty 
ambitious chiefs, who all succumbed to the Seljookides. 
These possessed it till Sanjar, a prince of that dynasty, was 
overthrown by the Turkomans, who were established in the 
town, in 1153. A few years after it fell under the power 
of Ghias-ud-din Mohamed, a Ghoride prince. Ala-ud-din 
Mohamed, Sultan of Khuwarezm, took it in 1210. His 
son was dispossessed by the famous Jehangir Khan in 1222. 
In 1389 Tamerlane invaded and took possession of it. Th© 
Timurides retained it until the death of Aboo-Saeed in 1468. 
In 1512, Shah Beg took possession of Kandahar, but was 
dispossessed by Baber. It again changed hands from time 
to time, and in 1737 Nadir Shah took it after a blockade of 
18 months. The B. M. possesses a coin of the house of 
Timur struck at this mint. 

Kankawar. j \j^ 

The small town of Kungawur, in lat. 34° 28 N., long. 48° 3' 
ED'Anville considers as the Concobar of antiquity. It is re- 
markable for the ruins of an edifice of magnificence described 
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by Sir R. K. Porter, and by him supposed to have been the 
celebrated temple of Diana. Mentioned by Rogers Bey as a 
mint. 

Kara Ghaj. ^^*Lr^ 

A town in the province of Azrabeijan, lat. 37° 8' N., long. 
47° 0' E. There is one coin of this mint of XJljaitu, dated 
711. 

Karatova. «>fcL^ 

A town in European Turkey, in lat. 41° 58' N., long. 22° 22' 
E. The B. M. has two coins of this mint, one of Bayezeed 
II., dated 886, and the other of Suleyman I., dated 926. 

Karkisiah. Lx-H^^ 

A town on the junction of the Khabour with the Euphrates, 
in lat. 35° 12' N., long. 40° 26' E., represents the Char- 
chemish of Scripture, which was taken by Pharoah Necho, 
and recovered by Nebuchadnezzar. It was also known as 
Circesium. Under Diocletian it was a strongly fortified 
frontier town of the Roman dominions. Rogers Bey de- 
scribes one coin of this mint. 

Kars. u^j^ 

A town in Asiatic Turkey, lat. 37° 30' N., long. 36° 7'E. 
There is one coin of Abd-el-Mejeed of the Othmanlee dynasty, 
dated 1272. 

Kashan. vy^l^ 

A large town of Persia, in the province of Irak-Ajemi, 
lat. 35° 42' N., long. 49° 10' E. It is one of the numerous 
towns that submitted to Timur. The few coins which the 
B. M. possesses of this mint belong to the Mongols of Persia 
and MudhafEarees, dating between 689 and 768 A. H., and 
the author has one of Bahadur Khan, dated 734. 

Kashan, Medeenet-. (jU|^iiJA/c 

One coin of Uljaitu, dated 711, has this prefix on it. 

Kashghar. j*^ I^ 

A city of Usbcc Tartary, formerly the capital of the country 
of the same name, situate in lat. 39° 20' N., long. 74° 18' E. 
It was a commercial city of importance before the Christian 
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era. The country known as Little Bucliaria was once com- 
prehended in the Mongol Empire, but is now dependent ou 
China. Although it has declined from its ancient splen- 
dour, it is still a place of considerable trade. The prince of 
Kashghar struck money in the name of Malek Shah, and this 
mint appears also on two coins of Yaakoob Beg, dated 1291 
and 1292. 



EIashmib. 

Also known as Siinagar or Surjyanagar (the city of the 
sun), is the capital of the Native State of the same name, 
lat. 34'* W N., long.»74° 51' B. It was- anciently included 
in the country or kingdom of Saraswati* It owes its chief 
embellishments to the Moghal sovereigns of Hindostan. 
Coins were struck here by all the earlier Moghal emperors. 

Kasr-ks-Selam. f^^\^y^ 

This mint is only mentioned by Rogers Bey. 

Kayrawan, El-. \:)^^j^^^ 

A city of North Africa^ in a sandy plain, in lat. 35° 40' 
N., long. 10® 5' E., with a large citadel, magnificent mosque 
and numerous remains of antiquity* In the 8th and 9th 
centuries it was the capital of the Arab dominions in Africa. 
By A. H. 55, A. D. 675, the Arab rule was established in 
Africa proper. The governor was the celebrated Okba, 
and he built the city Kairoan as a point of support from 
which to push into the interior of the country. Okba was 
defeated by a Berber chief called Koseila, who then ruled 
at Kairoan as king for four years. In A. H. 69, A. D. 688, 
Abdul Malek entered Africa with a large army, when Koseila 
abandoned Kairoan, but the city was not recaptured till 
A. H. 74, and for some years there were incessant conflicts 
for the mastery of it. The Fatimee Khaleefehs add three 
coins to this mint, dated 300, 301 and 304. 

Kaysareeyeh. Hj^ 

It was formerly an insignificant place called Tarris Stra* 
tonis, and appears to have been originally a Greek colony. 
It derived all its importance from Herod, who built on the 
spot a magnificent city and port, calling it after Augustus 
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Geesar, and for a short time it was one of the most flonrishing^ 
cities in Syria ; lat. 38^ 41' N., long. 35° 31' E. It was here 
that St. Peter converted Cornelius and his kinsmen ; it was 
here that St. Paul defended himself against the Jews and 
their orator TertuUus ; and here in the amphitheatre Herod 
Antipas, the son of Herod the Great, was smitten by the 
hand of God. Keyfar, the general of Heraclius, in command 
of an army of 50,000 men, was totally defeated by the 
Moslems in A. H. 16, Mauweiah, the general of Omar, taking 
the government of the city. This mint appears on four 
coins of Suleyman II. and Kay-Khusroo I., dated 597, 616, 
617 and 618. . 

KaYSARBEYEH, MfiDRKNET-. ^ij^ iui>w« 

The addition of Medeenet is found on one coin of Kay 
Khusroo I., dated 604. 

KaZBBOOK. iVJjJ^ 

A town of Persia, in the province of Fars, in lat. 29° 34' 
N., long, 51° 53' E. It was formerly of considerable im- 
portance, but is now in ruins. This mint adds three coins, 
one of the Mongols of Persia^ dated 719, and two of the 
Mudhaffarees without date. 

Kazwben. iiHjy 

Or Casbin, a town of Persia, in the province of Irak 
Ajemi, lat. 36° 16' N., long. 49° 55' E., was founded by 
Shapoor Zoolactaf, and previous to the reign of Shah Abbas, 
was the capital of the Sooffee dynasty. In 1809 it weis 
destroyed by an earthquake. The B. M. possesses only one 
coin of this mint, struck in the name of Togha Timur, 
date 739. 

Kbbeer Sheykh. ^^^^ 

Of this mint there are three coins belonging to the Mongols 
of Persia, two of which are dated 737 and 788. 

Keek, c^*^ 

A town in Tnrkey in Asia, lat. 38° 45' N., long. 41 °0' B. 
There is one coin of this mint in the B. M,, of Suleymcoi, 
dated 742,

A town of Persia, lai. 33° 0' N., long. SO"* 35^ B. Keez ia 
represented bj a solitary coin of Togha Timur, date 739. 

EsMiriziB. j\y^ 

The Mongols of Persia famish ns with one coin of Ghazan, 
struck here in the year 703. 

Kenjeh. %*^ 

Or Oanjeh, or Elizabetpol^ as it is now called by the 
Russians, is the first place of any note on approaching 
Persia from the North-West. It is built upon a broad 
mountain torrent, over which is a ruinous brick bridge of 
6 arches beneath the Aligez mountains^ lat. 40° 44'' N., 
long. 46® 15' E. Kenjeh is represented by one Mongol 
coin, dated 642, and two coins of Ahmed III, and Moha« 
mud I, of the Othmanlee dynasty, dated respectively 1115 
and 1143. 

Kebman. w^j^ 

A fortified city of Persia, also known as Sirjan, situate in 
the province of Kerman, in lat 29^ 50' N., long, 56'' 25' B. It 
is of great antiquity, and was one of the most flourishing citie»^ 
in the Persian Empire. During the 23rd year of the Hijra 
the province of Eerman was added to the possessions of 
Islam, by the united exertions of Soheyl, the son of Auddi, and 
Abdullah, the son of Autteban, In the struggles between 
the Zund and Kujur families^ after being bravely defended 
by Lootf Ali Khan Zund,. the last of the line, it was basely 
betrayed into the hands of Aga Mohamed Khan in 1794, 
by whom its male inhabitants were slaughtered or horribly 
mutilated ; its women and children given over to the most 
revolting slavery, and its buildings and fortifications de- 
stroyed. Selecting from his captives 900 men, he decapitated 
600, and forced the survivors to carry the gory heads to a 
place where they also underwent the same fate. The whole 
were piled into a pyramid of skulls, which remained when 
Pottinger visited the ^ot. This mint adds eight coins to 
those of the Amawee and Abbasee Khaleefehs, dated be* 
tween 90 and 167, and one Mongol ccin dated 698.

The prefix of Medeenet to Kerman is met with on a 
coin of Aboo-Saeed, dated 719. 

Kktaweh, El-. »j ^ I 

' Or OotyoBum or Kutaya, also spelt Kntaiah, a town of 

Asia Minor, Anatolia, in lat 39° 25' N., long. 30° 9' E. There 
are five coins of the Hasanee Shereefs in the B. M. of this 
mint, three dated 1004, 1005, and 1008. 

Ketfa. UxT 

A town in Upper Kaseem, Arabia, lat, 27° 10' N ; long. 43° 0' 
E. This mint occurs on a coin of Urtnk Arslan, dated 628. 

Khalat, El-. i^\ 

A town of Asiatic Turkey, in lat. 38° 45' N., long. 42° 1 5' B. 
Two coins of Jehan Timur and Satibeg, dated 739 and 740, 
represent this mint. 

Khanjeh. ^ ^ 

The locality of this mint is unknown. M. Sauvaire sug- 
gests that it is Jnitza, but Mr. Poole points out that ^a^^^*^ 
has a dot over { •^) and is of a Syrian style of work. 
There are four coins of this mint of the Othmanlee dynasty, 
three dated 982, 1012 and 1020. 

Khokand. ooi^^ 

A town in Turkistan, also known as Ferghana, in lat. 
41° 2' N., long. 70° 2' E. Several coins of this mint, dated 
between 1241 and 1288, are strack in the names of the 
Khans of Khokand. 

Khoi. i^j^ 

A town of Persia in the province of Azrabeijan, in lat. 38° 
8' N., long. 44° 45' E, This mint occurs on a coin of Timur 
and Mohamud, without date, and the author has one of 
Timur of the Durani dynasty, dated 1198, 

Khonia, ^/^ 

A small town of Persia in the province of Azrabeijan^ 
lat. 38° 21' N., long. 44° 30' E. This mint is described by 
Rogers Bey*

KhUJASTA BuNTAD. i^^A"'^ 

Meaning the "happy mansion,'* was a name given by 
Alamgir to the city of Aumngabad which he founded. 
Anrungzieb and the later Moghals coined here. 



Khujendeh. S 

This ancient town, also known as Cyreschata, or Cyropolis, 
or Cyra, or Chodjend, was the outmost city built by Cyrus 
on the banks of the Jaxartes, in lat. 41° 6' N., long. 68° 2' E- 
It was a strong place, and had a large garrison when it was 
taken and destroyed by Alexander. The city was totally 
destroyed by the army of Jengoiz in A. H. 617. This name 
is met with on a coin of Eelik Nasr, dated 390, 



KhUWAREZM. f^jj L 

The kingdom of Kharesm was subjugated by Timur, who, 
after a residence of some days in the metropolis, gave orders 
that the whole of the inhabitants of the town and neighbour- 
hood should be removed to Samarkand, after which it was 
razed to the foundation, and the site sown with barley, so 
that nothing remained of this gi*eat and populous city. The 
delta of the Oxusy or Amoor, before falling into the Aral, 
forms the state of Khiva, which is more genei*ally called 
Orgunje by the natives. It is the ancient Kharesm, and 
occurs in Arrian under the name of the country of the Chor- 
asmi. This name is met with on several coins dating be- 
tween 686 and 1247 A. H. 

Kila-i-Agrah. ij$1 /^ 

About the year 1566, Akbar removed the seat of govern- 
ment to Agrah, where he built the fort known as Kila-i- 
Agrah. A Moghal copper mint. 

KiNNESREEN. {:)Jj^ 

The Kinnasreen of the Arabians, an ancient town of Syria, 
supposed to have been Chalcis, was the capital of the dis- 
trict of Chalcedone. It gives its Arabian name to the 
northern part of Syria, and is about 15 miles south of the 
modem Aleppo. Lat. 35° 56' N., long. 37° 0' E. This town 
surrendered to Abu Obeidah in A,H. 15. Two copper coins 
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of this mint, one an Amawee coin, wifcboat date, and the 
other of El-Mansoor, dated 157, are in the National Collec- 
tion. 

KoEA. i^y 

A decayed town in Futtehpnr district, N. W. Provinces, 
lat. 26° 6' N., long. 80° 24' E., situated on the old Moghal 
road from Agrah to Allahabad. It was the capital of a 
district under the Moghal Empire, and still retains many 
architectural relics of its former magnificence. Mohamed 
Shah struck rupees at this mint. 

KooFBH, El-. iij^\ 

Or Kufa or Cufa, was founded by Saad ibn Wakkass, one 
of the commanders of Omar*s army, in 638 A.D., on the west- 
ern side of the Euphrates, in lat. 32° 0' N., long. 44° 26' E- 
It was afterwards the temporary seat of the Khalifate. This 
mint supplies several coins struck between 79 and 294. 

KooPEH, Mah-El-. ii ^CI I » U 

A place called Ad-Denawar, so named because conquered 
by the people of El-Koofeh. One dirhem only, date ille- 
gible, has the name of this mint on i^t. 

KooMis, i^y 

A town which formerly existed near Bagdad, in Turkey 
in Asia. The author has one Amawee coin, dated 91, and 
the Bombay B. A. S. one dated 92, of this mint, which is 
also mentioned by Bogers Bey. 

KOONITEH. *ii>5 

Koniyeh or Koniah, in Iconium, a city of Asia Minor, the 
capital of Karamania, in lat. 37^51' N., long. 32° 40' E. 
It has derived considerable interest from its having been the 
metropolis and the residence of the Seljookian dynasty of the 
Turkish Sultans who reigned over this part of Asia Minor 
from the close of the 11th till the commencement of the 
14th century. Several coins were struck at this mint by 
the Seljookees of Er-Room between 582 and 653, and by 
the Ameers and vassals of Karaman. 

KOONITEH, MeDEBNET-. AAJyiijA* 

Six coins, dated between 644 and 674, have this prefix 
on them. 
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KooR Ghazneh. *0*jy 

One copper coin of Mohamad of Ghazni dated 405, 
represents this mint. 

Koos, Medeenet-. cr>* axjiX* 

A small town in Upper Egypt, lat. 25° 43' N., long, 
32° 40 E. There is one coin of El- Amir of the Fatimee 
dynasty, date uncertain. 

Krim. ^,y 

. A town in the Crimea, lat. 44° 55' N., long. 35° 5' E. This 
name appears on four coins of the Golden Horde, three dated 
665, 783 and 794, and on one of Abd-el Mejeed of the 
Othmanlee dynasty, dated 1271. 

Krim, Beledet-. ^yi^k 

Only two coins of the Golden Horde represent this mint, 
one of which is dated 796. 

Kbim, New-. ^'^^ 1^>» 

This mint is found on two coins, one of Berdi-be*g and th^ 
other of Toktamish. 

KUDSITAH, El-. ^^ 1 

A town in Mesopotamia, in lat. 33° 45' N., long. 44° 19' E, 
Rogers Bey mentions coins of this mint. 

KUMM. ^ 

Or Koom, lies to the north of Shiraz,in lat. 34° 36' N., long. 
50° 57' E. It was built in A. H. 203 out of the ruins of 
seven towns, but is almost entirely in ruins. It was cele- 
brated for its manufactures of silk ; at present it is noted as 
a place of pilgrimage. Among its shrines the most celebra- 
ted is that of Fatima, the sister of Ali Reza, the 8th Imam. 
The B. M. possesses a coin of the Saman ee dynasty, dated 
329, struck here, and one of Rustem of the Ak-Kuyunli 
dynasty, dated 899. 

Kurdistan. e)lJ^«>^ 

Turkish Kurdistan consists of the territories of Betlis, Ar- 
bela and Van, and corresponds generally to the ancient Assy- 
ria. There are two coins, one gold and one silver, of Abd- 
el-Mejeed of the Othmanlee dynasty, date 1263, in the B. M. 
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KuRTUBAH. A^ly 

Or Cordova or Cordoba (French Cordue, ancient Cordnba), 
a city of Spain, capital of the province and kingdom of the 
Bame name, lat. 37° 51' N., long. 4° 44' W. It contains a 
cathedral, formerly one of the most holy mosques of the 
Mohamedan world, and still one of the most remarkable 
edifices in Spain, which presents in its interior a labyrinth 
of columns of all orders and materials which were brought 
from various ancient temples all round the Mediterranean. 
Cordova was taken by the Moors in 672, and for many cen- 
turies afterwards remained the splendid capital of the 
" Khalifate of the West." It was for some time comprised 
in the countiy of the kings of Seville. This Spanish mint 
adds two coins of the kings of Cordova, one dated 540, and 
one of the Murabit dynasty, dated 492. 

KURTUBAH, MbdEENET-. ^^Joj9 iijiJ^ 

There are two coins with this name on them, one dated 542. 

KUSTANTBENEEIEH. /^xlklaik-J 

Also called Islambol, or Stambol, or Constantinople, is one 
of the largest cities in Europe, and the capital of the Turk- 
ish Empire, situated in lat. 41° 1' N., long. 28° 58' E. It 
was anciently called Byzantium, but the name was changed 
by Constantino the Great in the year 330. It was taken by 
the Turks in 1453. There are many coins of the Othmanleo 
dynasty of this mint between 875 and 1299. 

KUSTMOONEETEH. 4>i^#ll-^ 

Or Kastamouni or Costambone — the ancient Germano- 
polis — a town of Asia Minor, Anatolia, on the Kara-Su, in lat. 
41° 27' N., long. 33° 15' E. This mint is represented by 
one coin of Aboo-Saeed, dated 725. 

KUTABABAD. A^J^ 

There are no direct means of ascertaining the locality 
indicated by the designation of Kntababad, but there is good 
reason to suppose that the term was momentarily applied to 
that portion of the many citied Delhi which had the honour 
of constituting the immediate residence of Mubarak Shah. 
This name is only met with on some square gold coins of 
Kutab-ud-din Mubarak Shah. 
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LaHIJAN. (J^*^ 

This mint is described under Looridjan, but it appears in 
this form on ths coins of Jehan Shah of the Kara-Knjnnli 
dynasty. 

Lahor. j^ ^ 

The capital of the Punjaub, on the left bank of the river 
Ravee, in lat. 31° 37' N., long. 74"^ 25 E. Lahore was govern- 
ed originally by a family of Chauhan Rajpoots. In 1021, 
when Amindpal was the Raja of Lahore, the city was taken 
and sacked by Mohamud of Ghazni, and formed part of the 
Ghaznawee dominions. It became the real capital of the 
Ghaznawee dynasty daring the reign of Masaood III., abont 
1098. Lahore was taken by Mohamud Ghori without 
opposition in 1186; and the Ghaznawee d3ma8ty ceased to 
reign. On the death of Mohamud Ghori in 1205, Kutab- 
ud-din Eibuk, who was then viceroy in Northern India, was 
crowned as the first Mohamedan king, at Lahore, A.D. 1206. 
The Moghals advancing from Ghazni abont the year 1241 
seized Lahore, but evacuated it shortly after. Timur's 
troops entered Lahore in 1399, and it was governed by 
Khizr Khan as viceroy. The emperor Humayoon entered 
Lahore in 1555, and was succeeded by his son Akbar, who 
made it his residence for some years. The Ghaznawees, 
Pathans and Moghals down to Alamgir II., all struck coins 
at this mint. 

Lahri Bandar. j^.iSJ^ 

This town succeeded Debal as the seaport of the river 
Indus, situate in lat. 24° 32' N., long. 67^ 28' E., known also 
as Lahri and Laharya. Probably Lari was taken from Lar, 
the local name of the southern portion of the province of 
Sind. In consequence of the channel on which it was 
situated having ceased to be navigable, Lahri Bandar has 
fallen into complete decay. This name appears on a rupee 
of Akbar in the cabinet of Mr. C. J. Rodgers, 

Lakhnau. ^4^ 

Or Lucknow, the capital city of the province of Oudh, 
situated on the river Gumti, in lat. 2G° 51' N-, long 80° 58" 
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E. Till recent years it formed the metropolis of a greafc 
Mohamedan kingdom. Sher Shah and Akbar strock copper 
coins at this mint, and the later Moghals coined silver here. 

A rained city and ancient capital of Ben^^al^ lat. 24° 52' N,, 
long. 88° IG' E,, also known as Gaur. The most ancient 
name of the city was Lakshmanwati, corrupted into Lakh- 
nauti. The name Gaur is also of great antiquity, but it is 
probable that this name was more strictly applicable to the 
kingdom than to the city. In 1204 A. D., it was conquer- 
ed by the Mobamedans, who retained it as the chief seat of 
their power in Bengal for more than three centuries. 
When the Afghan kings of Bengal established their inde- 
pendence, they transferred the seat of government to Pan- 
duah, this was soon afterwards deserted, and the royal 
residence re-transferred to Gaur, which continued under the 
name of Janatabad to be the capital of Bengal, so long as the 
Mohamedan kings retained their independence. After many 
vicissitudes, Gaur disappeared from history when Akbar's 
generals conquered Bengal. This was a Bengal mint of the 
Bengal Sultans, and also that of Mohamed Tughlak. 

Lar. j ^ 

t A town of Persia, and capital of Laristan. It was once a 

magnificent city, but is now in ruins ; lat. 27° 27' N., long, 
64° 13' B. There is one coin of this mint, date illegible, struck 
in the name of Sliah Shuja of the Mudhaffaree dynasty. 

LOORIDJAN. c?^^ ^JJ^ 

Also written Larry Joon, or Lahijan, a town of Persia, in 
the province of Ghilan, lat. 37° 3' N,, long. 60° 14' E. This 
mint appears on a coin of Mohamed of the Seljookees, 
dated 496. 

LUDD. AJ 

Or Lydda, or Diospolis, north-east of Ramleh, in lat. 31* 
55' N., long, 34° 63' E. It was ruined by a Mongol tribe 
in 1271 A. D. This mint is one of those mentioned by 
Rogers Bey.

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LU-LUEH. «yy 

Thift was originally a castle built by the Greek emperorg 
in the neighbourhood of Tarsus, on a high and well-defended 
position in about lat. ZT 20' N., long. 34*^ 20' E., in order to 
give Constantinople warning of the invasion of the Arabs 
by signals which were communicated from post to post, 
ultimately reaching the capital. It afterwards became an 
important fortress, and was ineffectually besieged by the 
Khaleefeh Mamoon in A. H. 217. Soon afterwards it was 
taken by the Arabs, but it was reconquered by the emperor of 
Macedonia. In Abulfeda's Chronicles of Syria, it is errone- 
ously written as Lulkah. No further mention of this city 
occurs in history until the time of the Seljooks in the 15th 
century, when Caterino Zeno speaks of Lula as a very strong 
town in Karamania. Cilicia andPhrygia have since the 13th 
century gone under the name of Karamania. We find one 
coin of this mint, dated 660, struck in the name of Kilij 
Arslan IV. 

Lu-LUEH, MaADIN-. ^yy vy«X*^ 

One coin of Kay Khusroo III., without date, has this 
mint on it, 

Lu-LUEH, Medbenet. ^yy ajjax 

Three coins have this name on them, two dated 668 
and 684. 

MaADIN. vyA*x 

It is said that this city was founded by Ardashir, on the 
banks of the Tigris, lat. 33" 20' N., long. 44° 51' E., and was 
his residence. It is supposed to be the same as Ctesiphon, 
and was immediately opposite the Grecian city of Selencia, 
which it eclipsed. There are ruins of it still to be seen. 
In A. H. 15 the Mohamedan general Saud marched with a 
large army and took this splendid metropolis of the Beni- 
Sassan Yezdegird. One coin of the Seljookees of Er-Room 
was struck here in 655, and two of the Samanee dynasty, 
dated 293 and 310. 

Maarat Misrien. K^yiy^^ i^yS^ 

A town in Turkey in Asia, 15 miles from Halab. Coins 
of this mint are named by Rogers Bey. 
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Madrid, ^j^^ 

The capital of Spain, on the left bank of the Manzanares, 
lat. 40^ 24' N., long. 3° 41' W. It occupies the site of the 
ancient Mantua- Carpetanorium, called Magoritium in the 
Middle Ages. Some antiquarians contend that it was so 
called by the Spanish Arabs, in whose language the word 
Mogerit means a ** well-aired house. *' During the occupa- 
tion of the peninsula by the Arabs the place served as a 
frontier town, and its castle was often taken from the Arabs 
and retaken by them until 1086, when it was finally taken 
by Alphonso VI., the conqueror of Toledo. A coin of circum- 
stance was struck here in 1201 A. H. 

Mahdeeysh, El*. ^(^Wt 

A town on the coast of Africa, in lat. 34° 23' N"., long, 
go 22' ^.^ founded by Obeidullah, the first Fatimite Khalee- 
f eh, about the year 300 A. H. There are several coins of this 
mint, dated between 31G and 457, and one Abbasee copper 
coin, dated 153. 

Mahee. ^<^lo 

One of two villages near Marw, together called El-Ma- 
hian. The B. M, has four Amawee coins struck here, 
dated 90, 91, 93 and 96. 

Maheswdr. jj^i^^ 

A town in the State of Indore, Central India> on the right 
bank of the river Nerbudda, lat. 22* 11' N., long, 75° 37' 
E. Coins of Shah Alam II. were struck here. Mr. Chas. J. 
Rodgers has a rupee of this mint in the name of Mohamed 
Shah. 

. Mahjam, El-. f^Us^ I 

A town of Arabia in lat. 14° 35' N., long. 43° 37' E. 
Col. Prideaux describes this as a mint. 

Majir, New-. Ajt>ar(^^U 

A ruined town of Southern Russia, lat. 44° 32' N., long. 
42° 55' B. There is one coin of Mohamed Bulak of the 
Golden Horde struck here in 774. 
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Malakah. &/U 

Or Malaga, is a seaport) city of Spain, lat. 36^ 43^ 'S^f 
long. 4° 26^ W. Malaga i» of great antiquity, and claims to 
have been founded eight or nine centaries B. C, by the 
PhoeniciaiiSy who gave it the names of "Malcha "or * * Royal, *' 
to intimate the estimation in which they held it. But of 
this high antiquity there is no evidenee. W^ Humboldt say» 
that *' Malaca is a pure Basque word, and signifies the side of a 
mountain." It was- possessed successively by the Carthaginians^ 
and the Romans, who called it Malaca, by the Goths and by 
the Arabs. For the first three centuries of the Moslem 
domination in Spain, Malaga was subject to the Ehaleefehs 
of Cordova, but on the disruption of that khalifate it fell into 
the hands of one petty sovereign after another ; it was an- 
nexed, early in the thirteenth century, to the kingdom of 
Granada. In 1487 Ferdinand and Isabella wrestedf it from 
the Moora, during which the citizens endured the severest 
horrors of famine. This mint gives two coins, one of Idrees 
II., dated 446, and the other of Mohamed of the Benee Hood 
dynasty, without date, 

Maxbege. ^^ 

This important town, situate in Tat. 36° 30' N.. long. 38^ 
0' E., was formerly a part of the State of Hama, and formed 
one of the seven principal towns included in the kingdom •f 
Aleppo by the Arabs, and is mentioned as a Cufic mint iir 
*' Monete Cufiche del Museo I. R. di Milano. " 

MaNDU. fOAJO 

Or Mandogarh, an extensive deserted town in Dfiar State, 
Central India ; lat. 22° 2V N., long. 75° 26' E. The an- 
cient capital of the Mohamedan kingdom of Malwa, founded 
in A. D. 313 by Hoshung Ghori. It was taken in 1526 by 
Bahadur Shah, ruler of Guzerat, and annexed to his domi- 
nions until their conquest by Akbar in 1570. Copper coiiM 
were struck here by Humayoon. 

Mansooreeyeh, El-. Ajji^-^uJ^ 

The B. M. has several coina of this mint, dating betw 
341 and 438, 
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MaRIDEEN. iji^)^^ 

Mardin, a town of North Mesopotamia, lat. 37^ 19' N"., 
long. 40° 33' E., was built on a steep hill on the soathera 
slope of the Mardeen Hills. It is said to have been an ancient 
town, and to have been originally called Marde or Meridd, 
and was known in classic times as Mount Mosius. At the 
commencement of the 14th century, Mardin was taken 
by Osman^ the founder of the Turkish Empire. Later 
in the same century Hulaku, the grandson of Jenghiz Khan, 
assaulted the city without success. This mint adds several 
coins of the Urtukees of Marideen dynasty and Mongols of 
Persia, dated between 599 and 709. 

Makrakush. cr^lj^ 

The city of Morocco, or Maracasch, as it is called by the 
natives, the capital of the empire of the same name, was 
founded by Yusuf in 1073 A.D., and is situated in the north 
of Morocco, propei*ly so called, in lat. 31^28' N., long. S^'O' 
W. It has lost most of its splendour, owing to the sovereign 
having moved his court to Mequinez. Many dynasties 
strack coins with this name on them between 491 and 1224. 

MaRRAKUSH, MeDEENET-. (^!jU)«Aj,>^ 

Three coins have the prefix of Medeenet on them, one 
d^ted 537, and nine coins have the word "Had** on them. 

Mahr Indrapur. jjij^^j^ 

This name is found on the coins of Shah Jehan II. from 
1131, and on those of subsequent emperors. 

Mathura. lj^>^ 

A city in the district nf the same name, now known as 
Muttra, situated in the N.W. Provinces, lat. 27° 30' N., long. 
77° 43' E. It is mentioned by Ptolemy as " the Madoura of 
the gods'* ; and by Arrian and Pliny as " Methora.'* It was 
the centre of the Buddhist faith about 400 A.D. Mohamud 
of Ghazni sacked it in 1017-18, and in about 1500 Sultan 
Sikander Lodi utterly destroyed all the shrines, temples 
and images ; in 1636, Shah Jehan appointed a governor ex- 
pressly to "stamp out idolatry" in Muttra. Aurungzieb 
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destroyed many of the remaining temples and slirinefl. 
Ahmed Shah Darani sacked the city in 1756. It still forms 
a great centre of Hindoo devotion. A copper mint of 
Akbar. 

Mattafarikekn. <iH^j^t>-« 

A town and fortress in the vicinity of Diarhekir in Kur- 
distan, in lat. 38** 2' N., long. 40* 68' E. It was surrendered 
to HulakuKhan in A. H. 656. There are eight coins of this 
mint belonging to the Ayyoobee dynasty, dated between 699 
and 618. 

Medeenet-es-Selam. ^iLJliuA^ 

A city of Turkey in Asia, in lat. 33** 17' N., long. 44^ 28' 
E., more commonly known as Bagdad. The ancient city 
is said to have been built by El-Man soor, the second prince of 
the dynasty of the Abbasides in the 8th century, and con- 
tinued to be the residence of the Mohamedan khaleefehs till 
its destruction by Hulaku about the middle of the 8th century. 
The modern or existing city was built by Khaleefeh El-Mansoor 
in 762, who gave the city a new name, Dar-el-Selem, or "the 
gate of peace." It was originally constructed on both sides 
of the Tigris. After a series of vicissitudes and civil dissen- 
sions, Bagdad was subjugated by Toghrel Beg of theSeljookee 
race, who had at this period, A. H. 447, established his 
authority in Khorassan and Persian Irak. It was rebuilt by 
Abu Bekr in A.H. 805, and in AH. 913 was surrendered 
to Ghias-ud-din Shah Mohamed. In AH. 795 the city of 
Bagdad was entered by Timur, his army having swam across 
the Tigris. Sultan Ahmed jfled before them, and made his 
escape to Damascus. The B. M. has a splendid collection of 
coins of this mint, extending from 146 to 656. 

Medhar, El-. jIaJI 

A town in Mesopotamia, in lat. 31® 10' N., long. 46® 55' E. 
Rogers Bey mentions this mint. 

Mekkeh. ^^ 

A city of Arabia, in lat. 21® 15' N., long. 40® 12' E., cele- 
brated as the birth-place of Mohamed. Khaled captured 
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the city in A. H. 8. In A. H. 64 Hussun, son of Timur, in- 
vested the city, when many of the pillars of the Kaaba were 
destroyed, and the canopy or silken veil was set on fire. In 
?3 Mekkeh was besieged and taken by Hejauje, the son of 
Ynsuf, nnder orders of Abdool-M&lek, when he razed the 
sacred edifice to the ground and rebuilt it. In 316 Mekkeh 
submitted to x\bu Taher, who took the Hidjer-ul-Asswad, or 
black rock of the Kaaba, to Bahareyne, and it is said that 
this stone was taken by him to Koofeh, 339, where it was 
fastened to the pillars of one of the mosques, but it was 
shortly afterwards restored to Mekkeh. There is one coin 
of El Azeez of the Fatimee Khaleefehs, dated 366, but whe- 
ther struck at this mint is not certain, the initial letter 
being absent on the coin. 

Menadhir. jili^ 

A town of Persia, in the province of Khuzistan. Three 
Amawee coins of this mint are dated 90, 93 and 94. 

Meraghah. iil^ 

A city in Persia, in the province of Azrabeijan, in lat. 
37° 43' N., long. 46° 28' E. The B. M. describes a coin of 
Rnstem of the Ak-Kuyunli dynasty, dated 899, and the 
author has one of Bahadur Khan, dated 733, of this mint. 

Mereeteh, El-, ^ij^^ 

A maritime city of Spain, in lat. 36° 16' N., long. 2° 32' W. 
It was taken by Abdullah El-Zagal, ** the valiant," the brother 
of Muley ibn Hussun, in A. D. 1485. During the time of 
the Moorish kings of Granada, Almeria, the ancient Murgis, 
was one of the most opulent cities in their dominions. There 
are several coins of this mint belonging to the Murabii 
dynasty between 506 and 536. 

Mereeteh, Medenbet, El-. *j^I&*j«^ 

This prefix appears on one coin of Alee of the Murabit 
dynasty, dated 508. 

Merw. jj^ 

Marw or Meru, Antiochia Margiana, a town of independent 
Turkistan, lat. 37° 55' N., long. 62° 16' E. It was founded 
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by Alexander, and became the capital of one of his saccessors 
Antiochus Nicator, It was formerly of importance as the 
capital of the Seljookees dynasty. The city of Merw during 
the reign of the Sefavean monarchs was considered the 
most important frontier post of Persia. This mint is 
represented by a few coins belonging to difEerent dynasties 
between 91 and 910 A. H. 

Meshhed. a^^-* 

Or Mushed, formerly the capital of Persia, in the pro- 
vince of Khorassan, lat 36° 19' N., long. 59° 30' E. It rose 
out of the decay of the ancient Toos, the ruins of which lie 
but 1 7 miles distant. The plan of the city is by some attri- 
buted to the Emperor Humayoon, while he was a guest of 
Shah Tamasp ; but its greatness is undoubtedly owing to 
the resort of pilgrims to the tomb of Imam Reza. Nadir 
Shah enriched the shrine with a bounty which still gilds its 
remains. Here also repose the remains of the celebrated 
Haroon-er-Rasheed. There is one coin of Hoseyn Baikar of 
this mint without date. 

Messina, ^l-^ • 

A large and commercial city of Sicily, seated on the 
Strait of Faro di Messina, which separates Sicily from Cala- 
bria, lat. 38° 13' N., long. 15° 35' E. Described as a Cnfio 
mint in the " Mouete Cufiche del Museo di Milano." 

Metsan. vy^H^ 

A town once situated in Irak-Arabi, lat. 31° 2' N., long. 
47° 5' E, This mint is mentioned by Rogers Bey and 
Guthrie. The author has one Amawee coin, dated 96. 

MlKNASEH. ^^^ 

A large city in the province of Morocco, lat. 34° 8' N., 
long. 6° 5' W. It derived all its importance from one of 
the sovereigns having resolved to make it the capital of the 
northern, as Morocco was of the southern, part of his do- 
minions ; and hence it has become the usual residence of the 
emperors of Morocco. There are several coins of the Filelee 
Shereefs struck here between 1104 and 1191 A.H. 
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MiSB. 



A name given by the Egyptians to El-Kahirah or Cairo. 
This name appears on a number of coins of different dynas- 
ties struck between 133 and 1288 A.H. 

MiSR-EL-FuSTAT. JslL^ f^^.A/0 

A term applied to Fnstat or Old Cairo. There is one 
copper coin of this mint, without date. 

MOASKAR, Bl-. j^'"^ I 

This mint gives only one coin, dated 514, belonging to 
Mohamed of the Seljookees of Er-Room. 

MOHAMMADEEYEH, El-. H ^^^ ^ 

A name given in A.H. 148 to the city of Er-Rayy. This 
mint is found on several of the Amawee and Abbasee coins. 
Also on one of Nasr II. of the Samanees, dated 329, and on 
one of Ahmed of the Hasanee Shereefs. 

MOHAMMADNAGAR. J^ ^^ 

In 1512 A.D., Sultan Kuli Kutab Shah, the founder of the 
Kutab Shahi dynasty, declared his independence daring the 
reign of Mohamad Shah, and assumed the title of king of Gol- 
kanda, the name of a village where he built his capital, and 
called it Mohammadnagar, after Mohamad Shah Bahmani, bat 
the original name prevailed. This name occurs on a rapee 
in the possession of Mr. C. J. Rodgers, struck by Shah 
Alam II. 

MOHMOODPOOR, j^i^j*^ 

A town said to have existed in the Rajpootana State, about 
lat. 26° 36' N., long. 75° 0' E. There are three coins of this 
mint struck in the name of Mohamad of Ghazni, two of which 
are dated 418 and 419. 

MOEIZZEYEH, El-KaHIRAH-El-. S^A^ftJ I i yxj I 

Jauher Khaudem laid the foundation of a new city, describ- 
ed to be situated midway between Fustat and Misr and 
Eyne-us-Shums, in lat/ 30° 0' 3(K' N. ; long. 31° 16' 30'' E., 
and to which in honour of his sovereign he gave the name of 
Kahirah Moizzeeyeh. In A.H. 361 Muez-ud-din removed to the 
n^yy city of Kahirah, which he now declared the metropolis 
9 
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of his dominions. This name is met with on one coin of 
Aboo Alee, dated 525. 

MOMINABAD. ^li^j^ 

A town situated in the Nizam's Dominions, Dekkan, lat. 
18° 50' N., long. VQ"" 8' E. A copper mint of Shah Alam 
II. 

MoRADABAD. O^T»il^ 

A town in the N. W. Proyinces, lat. 28° 49' N., long. 78"* 
49' E., founded in 1625 by Rustem Khan, and named after 
Prince Murad Bakhsh, son of the Emperor Shah Jehan. 
A silver mint of Ahmed Shah Durani and of Shah Alam 11. 

MogiL, El-. (XojJ^ 

A celebrated town in Mesopotamia, lat. 36° 18' N., long. 
43° 12' E. The name Mosil is an Arabic corruption of Mes- 
pila, '' the central gates, '' a designation bestowed upon the 
city because it was situated at the point of intersection of the 
routes to the Black Sea, the Persian Gulf, the Caspian and 
the Mediterranean. The great battle fought in 750 A.D., on 
the banks of the river Zab, near Mosil, between Marwan 
IT. and Abnl Abbas Abdullah, surnamed El-Saffah, decided 
the ruin of the Amawee Khaleefehs. Marwan II. being defeat- 
ed fled to Emessa, thence to Damascus, and finally to Egypt, 
where he was overtaken and killed. In A. D. 1055, Mosil 
was subjugated with the adjoining territory by Toghrel Beg, 
the Seljookee prince. It is stated that the tombs of Jonas and 
Jerjeis, or St. George, were at Mosil, and were visited by 
Timur in 1393 A.D. There are several coins of this mint 
belonging to different dynasties between 97 and 733 A.H. 

MoziLAH, El.. *^>^ ^ 

A name by which Mosil was formerly known, and appears 
on two coins, dated 67o and 577, mentioned in " Cufiche 
Monete del Museo I. R. di Milano.** 

MUAZAMABAD. ^ ^^. U^/0 

Mr. Thomas says there is no definite authority for the 
determination of the site of this city, which, however, seems 
to ha,ve been founded by Sikander bin II ias about 758-59 
A.H., when his own coins record that he himself assumed 
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the title of J^^ I withoat trenching upon the superlative^ 
/Ja*l/' usually reserved for the reigning monarch, his father. 
He coDcludes that *^ there was a gradual migration from the 
ancient Sonargaon to the new city, which grew in importance 
from the governmental centre implied in the 4>^T^*A>^jUf 
of 760 A.H. to the -^bf^^xx ^!axJ\io.ij '* the great city of 
Muazamabad,." of about 780 A.H., till, on the disappearance 
of the name of Sonargaon from the marginal records of the 
general currency, the new metropolis appropriates to itself 
the immemorial JAa-jI^a. of Eastern Bengal." Dr. Bloch- 
mann remarks in regard to the site of this city — *' That it is 
probably the same as Mu'azzampur in Sonargaon." The old 
Bengal Sultans used to coin money here. 

MUBARAKEH, El-. ^J ^vJ 1 

Formerly a town of Persia in the province of Khuvvarezm, 
the precise situation of which is now unknowo. This 
name is found on two A ma wee coins, dated 108 and 109. 

MUKHSHI. cr^** 

m 

Three coins of the Golden Horde struck here in the name 
of the prince TJzbeg, are dated 717, 718 and 726. 

MUKHSUSABAD, li^jU^^i* 

The ancient name of Murshedabad. This mint name 
occurs on a rupee of Aurangzieb in the possession of Mr. 
C. J. Rodgers, 

MULTAN. (J ^^ 

A renowned city in the Punjab, lat. 30° 12' N., long. 
71° 30' E. Multan probably bore in the earliest times the 
name of Kasyapapura, derived from Kasyapa, father of the 
Adityas and Daityas, the sun-gods and Titans of Hindoo 
mythology. Under various Hellenic fot-ms of this ancient 
designation, Multan figures in the works of Hecatacseus, Hero- 
dotus, and Ptolemy. Multan appears in the history of Alex- 
ander's invasion as the chief seat of the Malli, whom the 
Macedonian conqueror utterly subdued. He left Philip as 
^^ap ^'^ Multan, but the Hellenic power in this quarter 
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probably soon came to an end, as the ooantry appears short- 
ly after to have passed under the rule of the Gnpta dynasty 
of Magadha. At a later period Greek inflnence may once 
more have extended to Mnltan nnder the Bactrian kings- 
The early Arab geographers mention Mnltan as forming 
part of the kingdom of Sind, rnled over by Chach. Dnring 
his reign the well-knovi^n Chinese Buddhist pilgrim, Hiouen 
Thsang» visited Mnltan, vi^here he found a golden image of 
the sun, from vi^hich General Cunningham derives the 
modern name of the city, though other authorities connect it 
rather with that of the Malli. Mnltan was conquered for 
the Kbalifate by Mohamed Kasim. During the decline of 
the Khaleefehs their influence natnrally grew weak in the 
remote province of Sind ; and about the close of the 9th 
century, two independent kingdoms sprang up, with their 
capitals at Mansnra and Multan. A native Arab dynasty 
of Amirs continued to reign over the country about the 
junction of the Chenab and the Sutlej, nntil the rise of the 
Gbazni Empire. In 1005, Sultan Mohamud laid siege to 
the city, and having conquered it with the whole of Sind 
continued thereafter to appoint governors. After passing for 
a time under the dynasties of Sumra and Ghor the district re- 
gained a brief independence in 1442, under one Sheikh Ynsnf . 
But when the Moghal princes consolidated the whole of Upper 
India into a single Empire, Multan passed under their wider 
sway, and it remained the capital of one of their Subahs till 
the imperial organisation fell to pieces. On Nadir Shah's in- 
vasion in 1738-39, Zahid Khan, a Sadozai Afghan, was 
appointed by Mohamed Shah to be Nawab of Multan. The 
history of Multan during the latter half of the 18th century, 
comprises the usual tangled details of Sikh Mohamedan dy- 
nastic revolutions and internal warfare. The early Pathans, 
all the Moghals down to Alamgir II., and the Duranis coined 
in this city. 

MURSIYEH. ^^^^ 

Capital of the province of Murcia in Spain lat. 38° 3' N., 
long. 1° lO' W. Three coins struck in the name of Mohamed 
ibn Saad, dated 543, 545 and 565, have this mint on them. 
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MURSHIDABAD. O^jIA^^ 

Situate in the Bengal Presidency, lat. 24° 11^ N., long. 
88° 18' E. The old name of the place was Maksadabad or 
Mnkhsusabad, and is stated to have been originally founded 
by the Emperor Akbar, but took the present name from the 
second founder, Murshid Kuli Khan. Coins were struck at 
this place by the later Moghal emperors. 

Mustaqar-ul-Khilafat. oiiarJ^ftL^ 

One of the titles bestowed upon the city of Agrah which 
appears on the Moghal coins. 

MUSTAQAR-UL-MULK. ^^SXJ [j^XmJO 

One of the titles bestowed upon the city of .\grah and 
found on Moghal coins. 

MUTAWAKKELITEH, El-. ^t^y^^ 

BiOgers Bey mentions this as a Cufic mint. 

MUZUFFURGARH. tjSjfiJojO f 

The name of a town which formerly existed in the Punjaub, 
lat. 30° 4' N., long. 71° 14' E. This name occurs on a rupee 
of Shah Alam II. in the possession of Mr. C. J. Rodgers. 

Naqor. jjf^ 

A town in Jodhpur State, Raj poo tana, lat 27° 11' N., long. 
73° 46' E. It was first occupied by Chanda, chief of the 
Rahtor Rajpoots, about 1328 A.D. It was for centuries re* 
garded as the appanage to the heir to the gadi of Jodhpur. 
It was several times occupied temporarily by the Mussulman 
forces, once notably by Akbar in 1562 A.D., who conferred it 
on the chief of the Bikaner. It was however subsequently 
recovered by Jodhpur. This mint is found on the copper 
coins of Akbar. 

Nahawand. '^J^ 

A town in Irak-Ajemi, Persia, lat. 34° 5' N., long. 48° 29' 
E. Here the Arabs obtained a memorable victory over the 
Pei^j'ans, A.D. 638. This is one of the mints mentioned by 
^fi-^rs Bey. 
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Nahr-Teera. (sji'j** 

A town in Persia in the province of Khuzistan, lat. 31° 6' 
N., long. 49° 5' E. This mint is found on two Amawee coins, 
dated 96 and 97. 

Najafgarh. » 

A village in Cawnpore district, N. W. Provinces, in lat. 
26° 18' N., long. 80° 56' E. Mr. C. J. Rodgers has a rupee 
of Shah Alam II. struck here. 

Najibabad. 0^^^ 

A town in the Bijnaur district, N. W. Provinces, in lat. 
29° 36' N., long. 78° 23' E It was founded by Najib-nd-Dau- 
la, who erected the square brick fort of Pathargarh in 1755. 
A silver and copper mint of Shah Alam II. 



Nakhjewan. c) I 

Also written Nakhchiwan, or Nakhdjovan, means **the 

place of descent,'* being the place where it is supposed Noah 

first settled when he came out of the ark. Situate in Armenia, 
lat. 39° 5' N., long. 45° 21' E. There is one coin of Suleyman 

of the Mongols of Persia, dated 741, of this mint. 
Narnol. J^j^i 

Capital of the district of the same name, in lat. 28° 3' N., 
long. 76^ l(y E. This was a copper mint of Sher Shah, and 
a silver one of Aurungzieb. 

Narwar. jjj* 

A town in the Gwalior State, Central India, lat. 25° 39' N., 
long. 77° 56' E. It is of great antiquity, and although now 
decayed, was once a place of much splendour. Nishida, 
which occupied the site of the present Narwar, was founded 
by Kachwaha Raja, in 295 A.D. The fort was built in the 
13th century, and was soon after captured by Nasir-ud-din. 
In 1506 it was taken by Sikander Lodi. Silver and copper 
coins were struck here in the name of Shams-ud-din Altamsh. 

Nasratabad ,3 13^^ 

Ferishta describes this place as a fort which was taken by 
Mirza Jehangir with other large towns in the Bijapur dis- 
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trict in A. D. 1514. A rupee in the possession of Mr. C. J. 
Rodgers was strnck here by Aurungzieb. 

Neesaboor. jy.^^ 

This city, which is sifcaafce in Khorassan, lafc 36° 12 ^ N., long. 
58° 49^ E., was first built by Tahamurs. Some anthers state 
it was destroyed by Alexander, and rebuilt by Shahpoor, 
about A.D. 260. The prefixed syllable Ni means, *^ reed," and 
is said to allude to those reeds found in the marsh on which 
this city was originally built. Toghrel Beg, in the beginning 
of the month of Mohurrum A.H. 492, publicly assumed the 
sovereign dignity, introducing his own name and titles into 
the coinage and Khotbah of the country of Khorassan. In 
A. H, 618, Tuly Khan captured the city, and with the 
exception of about 40 skilled artisans and artificers who were 
exempted, the inhabitants were butchered. The city was 
then laid under water for seven days, the foundations of every 
building being thus sapped, the whole place was levelled 
to the earth and the site sown with barley. The B. M. 
possesses several coios struck here by different dynasties 
between 294 and 577 A. H. 

Neesaboor, Medeenet-. j^. ^H^ *Ajt>/o 

Two coins, dated 193 and 196, have the addition of 
Medeenet on them. 

Niseebeen. e)-H*^^ 

A fort situated between the Tigris and Euphrates, in lat. 
37° 0' N., loDg. 41° 15' E., the possession of which was 
continually contested by the Romans and Persians. Persian 
authors term this fort Nisibyn and Nisibi. In A. D, 363, 
this city was delivered over to Shahpoor by the Emperor 
Julian, and a colony of 12,000 men drawn from Ears and 
Irak were sent to inhabit it and cultivate the lands. There 
are a few coins of this mint scattered about between 291 and 
594 A H.

A coin dated 252 has this prefix on it.

This name appears on two coins of Alee of the Murabit 
dynasty, dated 531 and 533.

A town in European Turkey in lat. 42° 27' N., long. 21° 33' 
E. The Ofchmanlees struck coins here between 926 — 1003

NOVAR. j^yi 

The locality of this mint is unknown. Mr. Poole suggests 
that it refers to Novaberda in Bosnia, and adds thatM. 
Tiesenhausen, following Gen. Bartholomaei, suggests j t^ near 

Halab, and M. Alisham confirms this view. The fabric of 
these coins however is certainly European, and identical with 
that of coins of Novaberda. Ahmad Vafik Pasha positively 
asserts that it is Novaberda. The Othmanlees coined at this 
mint between 886—926 A.H. 

OOJEIN. u^j^ 

A town in the Native State of Gwalior, lat. 23° 11' N., long. 
75°5' E. Though much decayed it was the capital of Malwa, 
one of the seven sacred cities of the Hindoos, and the spot 
which marked the first meridian of the Hindoo geographers. 
The kingdom of Malwa, with its capital, fell into the hands of 
the Mohamedan kings of Delhi in the time of Ala-ud-din 
Khilji (1295—1317 A.D.) In 1531, the Mohamedan kingdom 
of Malwa was absorbed into the kingdom of Guzerat by 
Bahadur Shah, but in 1571 A.D., it was once more annexed 
to the Empire of Delhi by Akbar. A silver and copper 
mint of Akbar, Jehangir, Shah Jehan, Aurungzieb and Shah 
Alam I. 

OosH. lAj* 

A town in Turkistan, lat. 40° 45' N.,long. 78° 10' E. The 

B. M. has one coin of this mint struck in the joint names of 
Timur and Mohamud, without date. 

Ordu. jdj^ 

Or Oordu, or Ourdubaligh, the designation frequently 
given to Karakorum, as the city of the Ordu or imperial en- 
campment, situate in lat. 46° 41' N., long. 102° 35' E. In 
the neighbourhood of this city was buried the great Jenguiz 
Khan, whose grave was soon overgrown with shrubs and 
trees which effectually concealed it from the curiosity of man. 
The Golden Horde supplies seven coins of this mint. 
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Ordu, Bazar, j^j^^j^^jj^ 

Two coins of the Golden Horde struck at this mint, with- 
ont date, are in the B. M. 

Ordu, Great-. JaxJ\jOjj\ 

Mr. Poole remarks in his Introduction to Vol. VI. of his 
Catalogue of Oriental Coins, that this name, as well as that 
of New Ordu, was probably applied to Gulistan. This name 
is only found on one coin of Toktamish of the Golden Horde, 
dated 789.

Three ofeins of the Golden Horde represent this mint, dated 
778, 783 and 793. 

Otrar. )\y\ 

A town of Turkistan on the Sihon, formerly known as Yan- 
gin lat. 44° 35' N., long. 67° 20' E. This city surrendered 
to Sultan Mohamed VI, of the Khuwarezm Shahis, in A. H. 
607, A.D. 1210. There is one coin with this mint on it struck 
in the name of Buy an Kuli, without date. 

OUDE. JJOjl 

Properly Avadha, or Ajodhya, an ancient town in the 
Fyzabad District, lat. 26° 48' N., long. 82° 14' E. In remote 
antiquity Ajodhya was one of the largest and most magnifi- 
cent cities in India, but its position is now only marked by a 
heap of ruins. Copper coins were struck here by Sher Shah. 
The Nawabs of Dude q>1so had a mint here. 

Patnah. A^ 

The chief city of Patna District, Bengal, lat. 25° 37' N., 
long. 85° 12' E. This city is also known as Azimabad, so 
named after Azim, the grandson of Aurungzieb, who was 
made governor. It has been identified as Patalipntra, which 
is undoubtedly the same as Palibothra. Akbar and the suc- 
ceeding Moghal Emperors all coined here. 

Pattan. (i^ 

Chief town of the Pattan Sub-division, Baroda State, lat. 
23° 61' N., long. 72° 10' E. It was the capital of successive 
XO 
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dynasties of Eajpoot kings from 746 to 1194 A.D., and during 
the -whole time of Mnssnlman supremacy it maintained a 
position of some importance. This name is fonnd on copper 
coins of Akbar. 

Pesbawbr, jj^ 

The ancient capital of the Gandhara Province, lat. 34° 1' 
N., long. 71° 36' E., and historically important at all later 
periods. Bnddhist remains still mark its early greatness. 
Mohamud, the first Mussulman conqueror of Hindoostan* 
fought many of his greatest engagements in the valley of 
Peshawer. It was reduced by Shahab-ud-din, the Ghorian, 
in the reign of Chosroe Melik the 17th, and last of the mon- 
archs of Ghazni. Ala-ud-din of Khuwarezm, all the Pathans 
and the Du ranis coined here. 

Rafikah, Er-. Aftiiyi 

A town in Mesopotamia, lat. 86° 0' N., long. 39° 20' E. 
Five coins of this mint are dated differently between 161 and 
323. A.H. 

Rakkah, Er.- <^V ' 

Er-Rakkah, the ancient city of Nicephorium, on the 
Euphrates, lat. 35° 58' N., long. 39° 9^ E., was chosen by the 
Khaleefeh Haroon-er-Rasheed as his residence in preference to 
the metropolis of Bagdad, A.H. 180, A-D. 793. InA.H. 18 
Ayauz, the son of Ghaunem, under orders from Omar, besieged 
this city and took it. The B. M. has one copper coin of this 
mint without date. 

Ramhurmuz. y^j-^^ >j 

A town of Persia in the province of Khuzistan, lat. 31° 24' 
N., long. 49° 39' E. There are two Amawee coins, dated 80 
and 128, and two of the Benee Tooloon dynasty, dated 273 
and 276, of this mint in the B. M. 

Ramleh, Er.- *A^^1 

A town in Syria, lat. 31° 54' N., long. 34° 56' E., whose 
Arabic name means ** sand,'* is called Rama by religious persons 
in the Holy Land. It is the ancient Arimathea, the home of 
the disciple Joseph, who deposited the body of Jesus in his 
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tomb, In the time of the Crusades Ramleh was an import- 
ant town, under whose walls bloody battles were fought This 
is one of the mints mentioned by Rogers Bey. 

Bantombhor. jy^^H^j 

The strong fort of Rantombhor, in the province of Ajmir, 
in lat. 26° 2' N., long, je"" 30' E., was in 1299 taken by Ala- 
ud-din, and after being frequently in the alternate possession 
of the Hindoos and Mahrattas, was taken by the Emperor 
Akbar in 1569. Sher Shah had a mint at this town, 

Ra-s-el-Etn. eH^iu-lj 

A town in Mesopotamia, lafc. 37° 0' N., long. 40° 0' E. 
Ra-s-el-Eyn, meaning ''the head or fountain of water/' was 
the ancient Ressaina, subsequently called Ras-ain-el-khapur. 
There are two coins of this mint in the B. M., one dated 202. 

Ratt, Eb-. ^5^1 

The Tuins of this celebrated city, also known as Re, Ray, 
Rhe, Rai and the Rhages of the Bible, are situate in Persia 
in lat. 36° 0' N., long. 51° 30' E. The city was of great 
antiquity, being once the capital of the Parthian empire, and 
was called '' the mother of cities." In A.H. 148, its name was 
changed to Mohammadeeyeh. In A. H. 294, the city was 
taken by Ismail, the founder of the Samanee dynasty, when 
it ceased to be a seat of empire, but in A. H. 357 it became 
the capital of the house of Shemgur, a race of petty princes 
who maintained a kind of independeuce, while the dynasties 
of Saman and Dilemee divided the empire of Persia. In 418 
A.H., this city was the last conquest of Mohamud of Ghazni. 
In A.H. 455, Toghrel Beg died here, and in A. H. 617 it was 
captured and reduced by the Mongols. There are five 
Amawee and two Abbasee coins of this mint in the B. M. 

Rbekenz. >^! J 

This mint is represented by one coin, dated 334, of the 
Governors of Sijistan. 

Bbsht. *■=*-« j 

Or Reshd, a town of Persia, capital of the province of 
Ghilan, lat. 37° 19' N., long. 49^ 34' E. The name of Resht 
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18 spelt with three Arabic cliaracters, j Reb c^ Sbin and ^ Teb, 
the numerical valne of wbicb added togetber, denote tbe 
year of tbe Hijrab m wbicb tbe city was founded, viz^ A.H. 
900. Tbe two coins in tbe B. M. of tbis mint belong to 
Suleyman of tbe Seljookees of Er-Room, dated 595 and 598. 

Ribat-el-Feth. ^^^l-tljj 

Tbis mint gives us four coins of tbe Filelee Sbereefs, tbree 
of wbicb are dated 1189, 1191 and 1209. 

RuHA, Er-. ^jJI 

Tbis city, wbicb is situate in Mesopotamia, lat. 37^ W N., 
long. 39^ C E., is called by tbe western natiyes Edessa, or 
Orfab, and is probably Ur of tbe Cbaldees mentioned in tbe 
Book of Genesis, said to bave been originally bnilt by Nem- 
roud or Nimrod, on tbis spot. Tbis city submitted to tbe 
army of Omar in A.H. 18. Tbe only coin stmck bere belongs 
to El-Adil I. of tbe Ayyoobee dynasty, dated 604. 

Saadeh. Sax-aj 

Tbe city of Saida, Sidon, Zidon or Say da, sitnate in Syria, 
lat. 33^ 34' N., long. 35° 22' E., was a city of tbe bigbest 
antiquity. It was subsequently eclipsed in importance by 
Tyrcj but it remained a place of consequence long after tbe 
Cbristian era. The B. M. possesses a dirbem of EI-Hadee of 
tbe Imams of Saadeb strack bere, date uncertain. 

Saboor. Jji^ 

A city near Kazeroon, in tbe province of Fars, lat. 29® 50^ 
N., long. 51° 55' E. It was founded by Sbabpoor in A. D. 
260. Hardly a trace of tbis city is left, except tbe sculptured 
rocks by wbicb tbis monarcb was desirous of perpetuating bis 
victory over tbe Romans, and bis capture of tbe Emperor 
Valerian. Tbere are seven Amawee coins wbicb were struck 
bere between 91 and 98 A.H. 

Saharanpur. jj^j^^^ 

A city in tbe N. W. Provinces, lat. 29° 58' N.,Iong. IT'^lf 
E. A copper mint of Akbar, and silver and copper mint of 
Sbab Alam II. 
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Sakiz. Ji ^ 

This name refers to the island of Scio, Ohio, or Khio, or 
Chias, belonging to Turkey, off the west coast of Asia Minor. 
There is a gold coin of Marad III. of the Othmanlee dynasty, 
dated 982, of this mint, in the 6. M. 

Salamiteh. **>^ 

A town in Syria, lat. 34° 46' N., long. S7^ 12' E. This 
mint is one of those mentioned by Rogers Bey. 

Samarkand, ^j^^ 

Samarkand, the ancient Maracanda, and present capital 
of Usbec Tartary, lat. 39° 26' N., long.67<^ 15' E., is noted as 
the birthplace of Tamerlane the Great, and was by him 
made the capital of bis empire. Maracanda for a consider- 
able period belonged to the Bactrians. In A. H. 93 
the troops of Weleed led by Kateibah besieged and took 
Samarkand. In the month of Zilhudje, 617 A. H., the city 
was besieged and taken by Jenguiz Khan, after which he be- 
came master of the whole of Khuwarezm. The several 
coins in the B. M. of this mint belong to the Abbasee and 
Samanee dynasties and House of Timur. 

Samarkand Medeenet-. t^j*^^^^ 

This prefix is found on Abbasee coins between 193 and 202 
A. H. 

Sambhol. L^4^ 

A town in Moradabad District, N. W. Provinces., lat. 28° 
35' N., long 78° 36' E. It was the head-quarters of the 
Mussulman Government from the earliest period of Moha- 
medan supremacy. This name is found on the copper coins 
of Sher Shah. 

Samosata. S^^xU 

A town in Turkey in Asia, lat. 37° 33' N., long. 38° 35' E. 
Described as a Gufic mint in the " Monete Gnfiche del Museo 
di Milano." 

Samsoon. tt^r^^ 

A haven and place of some importance and considerable 
trade on the Black Sea., lat. 41° 19' N., long. 36° 20' E^ 
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There are three coins belonging to the Mongols o£ Persia 
struck here, two being dated 704 and 710. 

SaMSOON, MeDEENET-. vy^^-^Ui SSjAk 

One coin of Uljaitu has this prefix on it. 

Sanaa. ^^^ 

It was the capital of Yemen, lat. lb"" 30^ N., long. 44"* 30'' 
E., a dependency of the Christian kingdom of Abyssinia, and 
was ruled by a viceroy. There are a few coins dated 
between 195 and 1203 A. H. with the name of this mint 
on them. 

Sarakhs. (jr^j^ 

A town in Turkistan, lat. 36^ 38' N., long. 61° 13' E. 
The B. M. possesses one Amawee coin struck here, dated 
92, and the author has one dated 99. 

Sarakustah. Aiw^^ 

Or Saragossa, or Zaragoza, is a city of great antiquity, 
situate in Spain in the province of Arragon, lat. 41® 44' N., 
long, 0° 66' W. Three coins of the Benee Hood Dynasty 
were struck here, two dated 465 and one 481. 

Sarangpur. j.^j ^ 

A town in the district of Malwa, lat. 23** 34' N., long. 
76° 35' E. A copper mint of Akbar. 

Sardis. u^^j^ 

It was the capital of Lydia, lat. 38° 26' N., long 28° 4' E., 
and the seat of its kings, the last of whom was Croesus, who 
reigned till 557 B. C, when he was taken prisoner by Cyrus. 
Lydia then became a Persian satrapy. Sardis was, after the 
Persian conquest, set on fire by the lonians. It was called 
Sardis, or Sardes by the Gh:«eks and the Bomans, and 
Sardianus by the Gentiles. The city is now entirely in ruins. 
This name appears on two coins of the Seljookees of Er- 
Room, dated 658 and 659. 

Sarra-men-Raa. (S ^j ur*^ 

The city of Sermenrai, better known as Saumerah, was 
constructed by Moatasim in the year A . H. 220» A. D. 835, at 
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a spot then called Katul, lat. 34'* 11' N., long. 43° 49' E., and 
to which he finally transferred the seat of his govemment. 
The ruins of Samarra, the Sarra-man-raa of Ahnlfeda, are 
extensive and denote that it must have been a great city in the 
time of its prosperity. Ally, son of Mohamed Tukkey, 10th 
Imam, died and was buried here, in the year 254 A. H., in the 
reign of Moatezz. Hussun-el- Askery, son of Ally, 11th Imam, 
was bom and died at this place. Abul-Kasim Mohamed- 
el-Mahdee, son of Hussun, 12th and last Imam, was bom at 
Saumerah, and died A. H. 266. There are several Abbasee 
coins of this mint between 234 and 285 A. H. 

Satgion. ^ ^^ 

Or Saptagram, the seven villages so called from seven 
sages who gave their names to the same number of villages. 
A ruined town in the Hughli District, Bengal, lat. 22° 38' N., 
long. 88° 25' E. It was the mercantile capital of Bengal 
from the Puranic age until the foundation of Hughli by the 
Portuguese. Bengal mint of early Bengal Sultans, and of 
Sher Shah, Islam Shah and Mohamed Tughlak. 

Sawab. j ^j^ 

The B. M. has one coin of Talib ibn Ahmed ; date illegible. 

Sawbh. tj^ 

A town of Persia in the province of Irak Ajemi, lat. 35° C 
N., long. 50° 26' E. Three out of four coins in the B. M. of 
this mint are dated 722, 729 and 733. 

Sbbteh. *4*» 

At the eastern extremity of the Strait and directly opposite 
to Gibraltar lies the fortress of Sebteh or Ceuta, lat. 36° O' N., 
long. 5° 18' W. It was known to the ancients as Abyla. It 
is thought to have derived its present appellation from its 
lying at the foot of that spur of Mount Atlas, formerly desig- 
nated Septem Fratres, but now Ape's Hill. This name is 
found on four coins of the Muwahhid and Moorish dynasties : 
dates illegible. 

Sbbteh, Medeenet-. ***-»• *^«>^ 

This prefix is only met with on four coins of Benee Hood, 
d^ted between 407 and 425 A. H. 
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Sebzewar. j^jj^ 

A town of Persia, ia the province of Khorassan, lat, 36® 
18' N., long. 57° 46' E. This mint is found on one coin of 
Aboo Saeed and two of Shah Eukh. 

Seewas. ijr^j^ 

Or Sivas, corrupted from the ancient Sebaste, on the site 
of which it stands ; it is situated near the source of Elazil 
Irmak, in lat. 39° 41' N., long 37° 8'' E. Its celebrated 
castle is now in ruins. In 1394, it was taken by Bajazet, 
and soon after by Tamerlane, who destroyed the town and 
made a terrible slaughter of the inhabitants. Two coins 
struck here by the Mongols of Persia are dated 720 and 
751. There is also a silver coin of Ala-u'd-din of the Ameers 
of Karaman. 

Sbiraf. ^^j^ 

An ancient town of Persia in the province of Farsistan, 
lat. 30° 37^ N., long. 51° 40' E. This is one of the mints of 
Rogers Bey. 

Selmas. (^UL*« 

This was an extensive city on the borders of Azrabeijan, 
lat. 38° 12' N., long. 45° 6' E., built by the Vizier of Hadjee 
Tadjudeen Ali Shah Tabreezee. One coin struck here in 
759 belongs to Berdi-Beg of the Golden Horde. 

Semnan. e^l^ 

Also written Semnoon, a town of Persia in the province of 
Khorassan, lat. 35° 30' N., long. 53° 20' E. There are two 
coins struck here by the House of Timur ; one dated 828. 

Serai. ^ ^x* 

An ancient city situate on the Volga; lat. 61° 38' N., 
long. 46° 0' E., upon the site of which it is supposed Saratof 
stands. Serai, which was '' the Urbs magna sedes regia 
Tartarorum," of Abulfeda, was demolished by Prince Peir 
Mohamed, the son of Timur, A.D. 1395, who crossed the 
Volga with his army on the ice, and after taking the 
city reduced it to ashes. There are several coins with this 
mint on them struck between 710 and 781 A. H. by the 
Golden Horde. 
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SSRAI. is^,/^ 

A town in European Turkey, in lat. 43® 52' N., long. J 8* 
29' E., known as Bosna Serai, Seraio or Seraiey6. It de- 
rives its name from an old palace built by Mohamed II. 
The B. M. has a copper coin of Suleyman II. of the 
Othmanlee dynasty, dated 1100. 

Serai, Bbled-. "^ ^^Lr" 

Three coins have this mint on them, two dated 782 and 
789. 



Sebai, Little-. 0>tc5 L 

A town on the river Ural, built by Batu. One coin of the 
Golden Horde has this mint on it, dated 782. 

Serai, New-, i'^i'^^^i^^j^ 

A term applied to the later and more splendid capital built 
higher up on the Volga, which also went by the name of 
New Gulistan. There is a considerable number of coins, 
dated between 742 and 794 A. H. of this mint, belonging 
to the Golden Horde. 

Serez. j^*» 

A town of European Turkey, in lat. 41° 7' N., long. 23® 
29' E. There are five coins of the Othmanlee dynasty rang- 
ing between 822 and 865 A. H. 

Shabiran. c^Lh^ 

A town of Persia, in the province of Azrabeijan, lat. 39** 53' 
N., long, 44° 54' E. This mint is represented by one coin 
of Shah Shuja, dated 773, and one of Toktamish, without 
date. 

Shadiabad. •jljlj.iU 

The kings of Malwa minted here ; also Hushang, Moham- 
ed Ghias Shah and others. 

Shahjehanabad. t>(jfej(f^sU 

A name given by Shah Jehan to Delhi upon his rebuild- 
ing and fortifying it. Shah Jehan and his successors struck 
eoijis here.

Suppo^d to have been the intitulation of the new city 
founded near the site of the old Lakhnauti. This is one of 
the mints mentioned by Thomas. 

ShAKAN. tt)l<^ 

A town in Turkistan, lat. 40° 27' N., long. 71° 3' E. This 
mint is fonnd on two coins of the Mongols of Persia, one 
dated 737. 

Shamakhi. is^^

A town of Asiatic Russia, Trans- Caucasia, in lat. 40^ 16' 
N., long. 48° 3(/ E. It was ruined in 1734 by Nadir Shah. 
The B. M. has four coins belonging to the Jelairs and the 
Golden Horde, dated 786. 788, 789 and 790 of this mint, 
and one of Pir Budak Khan of the Kara-Kuyunli dynasty, 
dated 866. 

Shameeteh, Esh-. *Jy^l^ I 

A town in Palestine, in lat. 31° 50' N., long. 36° 4'2f B. 
The B. M. possesses one Amawee coin struck here in 131. 

Sh ARl FABAD .i ^ ^J^ 

The Ayeen Akbery notices Sharif abad as a Sirkar of Ben- 
gal, containing 26 mahals. The leading township in the 
list of mahals is Burdwan. This name is met with on the 
coins of Sher Shah. 

Shash, Esh-. v^^^' 

The city of Esh- Shash existed about 25 miles to the 
south-west of the place now called Old Tashkent, in Turkis- 
tan, in lat. 42° 4' N., long. 68° 11' E., which was known by 
the name of Tchatch or Jadj. The Arabic writers found 
difficulty in pronouncing and spelling the name, and it then 
became altered to Shash. The present name Tashkent 
probably oi-iginated with the Turkish nomad tribes when 
they came into the country. Shash which meant nothing 
for them being changed to ** Tash," a stone. Kent is a Per- 
sian word meaning town. There are a few Abbasee coins 
of this mint, and a considerable number belonging to the 
Samanee dynasty, struck here between 233 and 375 A.H«

This name appears on one Abbasee coin, dated 190. 
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Shatibeh. ^U 

THis mint is found on a coin of El-Wathik of the Benoe 
Hood dynasty. 

Shebankarah. tj^k^ 

Or Sawankara, or Shabankara, is the country of the 
Shawankars, a people coupled with the Shuls and Lurs in 
medisdval Persian history, and like them of Kurd affini- 
ties. Their princes are spoken of as influential before the 
Mohamedan conquest, but the name of the people comes pro- 
minently forward only during the Mongol era of Persian 
history. Their country lay to the south of the great salt 
lake east of Sheeraz, and included Niriz and Darabjard, 
Fasa» Forg, and Tarum. Their capital was Tg or I'j, called 
also Irj, about 20 miles north-west of Darab with a great 
mountain fortress ; it was taken by Hulaku in 1259. The 
son of the prince was continued in nominal authority with 
Mongol administrators. In consequence of a rebellion in 
1311, the dynasty seems to have been extinguished. A 
descendant attempted to revive their authority about tho 
middle of the same century. The latest historical mention 
of the name is in Abdurrazak's history of Shah Rukh, A.H. 
807 (1404 A.D.) But it is stated by Col. Pelly that the 
name Shabankara is still applied to the district round the 
town of Buniz and Gauristan near Bandar Abbas; to a 
village near Mainan, in the old country of the tribe ; to a 
tribe and district of Dashtistan, 38 farsakhs west of Shoeraz. 
The small fortified village known as Shebankarah was 
situate about lat. 29° 10' N., long. 51° 5' E. This place is 
represented by one coin of Timur without date. 

Shebraz. j !/*^ 

A city of Persia in lat. 29° 38' N., long. 52° 39^ E., built 
by Mohamed bin Yusuf in A. H. 74, at a time when the 
whole Mussulman world became subject to the Khaleefeh 
Abdul-Melik. In A. H. 795, Timur entered . Sheeraz with 
great pomp, when the inhabitants became tributary to him. 
This name appears on five coins ; one Abbasee and four of 
the Atabegs of Faris, also upon several coins of the Mongols 
of Persia, dated between 684 and 771 A.H. There is also a 
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coin of Yaakoob of the Ak-Kuyunli dynasty, dated 896, with 
this mint on it.

A town in the province of Elhorassan, Persia, lat. 37° 23' 
N., long. 57° 61' E. This mint adds two coins of the Mon- 
gols of Persia, dated 743 and 747. 

Shibarkhan. c)^^r^^ 

Also written Shibbergan, Shubergan, Shibrgan, Sabnrgan 
and Sapurgan, is supposed to be the same as Asapuragan, an 
ancient seat of the Asa or Asargartii, and is situate in 
Afghanistan, in lat. 36° 40' N., long. 65° 32' E. The author 
has a dirhem of Adud-ed-Dawleh, dated 361, struck at this 
mint. 

SfllKARPOOR. j^j^ 

A town in the province of Sind, lat. 27° 57' N., long. 
68° 40' E. It was founded by the Daoodpotras in A.H, 
1026. Autonomous coins were struck here. 

Shikar-ul-Gah. »KJljfci 

The author has a rupee struck by Shah Alam with this 
name on it. 

Shirgarh. tjSjifS, 

A ruined village in Shahabad district, Bengal, lat. 24° 49' 
N., long. 83° 46' E. In 3540, Sher Shah made Indrapat (or 
Purana Kilah, which was built by Shah Jehan under the 
name of Dinpanah) the citadel of his new city, and called it 
Shirgarh, by which it is still known. This was one of Sher 
Shah's mints. 

Sholapur. jji ii^i 

A town in the Presidency of Bombay, lat. 17° 40' N., long. 
75° 56' E. On the dissolution of the Bahmani dynasty it was 
held by Zein Khan, but in 1511 it was besieged and taken 
by Kamal Khan, who annexed it to the Bijapur kingdom. 
In 1 523, it formed part of the dowry of Ismail Shah's sister, 
given in marriage to the king of Ahmednagar, but, in 1563» 
it was restored to Bijapur as the dowry of the Princess 
Chand Bibi. On the overthrow of the Bijapur kingdom, it 
fell to the Moghals, from whom it was taken by the Maharattas. 
The name of this place is found on the coins of Aurungzieb. 
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Shooster. y^y^ 

Or Shuster, the capital of Khuzistan, stands at the foot of 
the Buchtiaree mountains, on an eminence above the river 
Karoon, in lat. 32° 5' N., long. 48° 55' E. It boasts of mag- 
nificent remains. The castle, said to have been the abode of 
the Emperor Valerian when taken prisoner by Shahpoor, 
the second of the Sassanides, is still partly standing. This 
mint is found on two coins of Aboo-Saeed, dated 722 and 
733. 

Shufoorkan. i:>^^ji^ 

This mint is represented by one coin of Mohamad of the 
Shahs of Khnwarezm, without date. 

SlALKOT, c»^Iju« 

A town in the Punjaub, situate in lat. 32° 31^ N., long, 
74° 36' E. It was founded, according to tradition, by Raja 
Sal or Shal. This was one of the copper mints of Akbar. 

SiGHNAK. o^^*^ 

A town in the province of Tiflis, lat. 41° 3(y N., long. 46° 
10' E. There is a coin of this mint belonging to Urns of the 
White Horde, without date. 

SiKILLEETEH. ^4^^ 

This name refers to Palermo, the capital of Sicily, situate 
in lat. 38° T N., long. 13° 20' E. This mint is only found 
on coins of the Fatimee Khaleefehs, dated between 341 and 
448- 

SlJILMASEH. i^U%** 

Segelmesa was a large and populous city south of the 
Atlas range, and on the very edge of the Great Desert, in 
lat. 31° 15' N., long. 1° 45' W. The family of Medrar or the 
Kharegite dynasty ruled there for 160 years. The originator, 
who was an herdsman, being struck with the natural position 
of the ground, with forty other Kharegites commenced to 
build the city in A.H. 40, and before the close of the century 
it had become the richest and most populous place in north- 
em Africa. Obeidallah, the first Fatimite Khaleefeh, was im- 
prisoned here, and on being rescued assumed the title of 
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Mabdee, or Director of the Faithful. The B. M. possesses 
six coins of this mint covering three dynasties, three of 
which are dated 457, 462 and 478. 

SlJILMASEH, MeDEEKET-. «-«U%'* Aij A^ 

Three coins of this mint are in the B. M. of the Benee 
Mereen and Hasanee Shereefs, without date. 

SlJISTAN. ii)^lmaS^ 

Or Seistan, a small province also called Neemroze, com- 
prehended the country of the ancient Sarangeans. Dooshak, 
or Jelalabad, the present capital — probably the Zaranga of 
Ptolemy — is a small place rebuilt among the remains of a 
city. Seistan was devastated and its chief town destroyed 
by Timur in 1383 A. D. The B. M. possesses nine coins of 
this mint, dated between 92 and 366 A. H, 

Bind. »Ai-i 

The province of Sind owes its name to the river Indus, or 
Sindhu, a Sanskrit term signifying " water. " The name of 
Sind is of great antiquity, and is mentioned by both Pliny 
and Arrian. Sind has been repeatedly over-run by a succes- 
sion of conquerors ; by Alexander, by Hindoo dynasties, 
by the Arabs of the Khalifate in A. D. 71 1 ; by the Mongols 
of Turkistan ; by the Moghal rulers of India ; and by the Be- 
looch and Afghan tribes, by whom it was arranged in various 
political divisions. This name is met with on the coins of 
Mohamed bin Sam and Kabacha Nasir-ud-din, and also on 
those of Nadir Shah. 

SiNJAR. J ^^^ 

A small town in Mesopotamia, in lat. 36° 13' N., long. 41** 
43' E., also known as Singara. It was conquered by Trajan, 
and continued a Roman colony and a strong military post 
till it fell into the hands of the Persians. This mint fur- 
nishes us with several coins belonging to different dynasties, 
covering a large period. 

SiRHIND. ^^j^ 

A city in the N. W. Provinces, lat. 30° 30' N., long. 76° 24' 
B. Copper mint of Akbar, silver of Aurangssieb and later 
Moghals down to Alamgir II. 
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SiBMIEM. 



A celebrated village nearHalab, lat. 35° 69' N., long. 36°57' 
£• This is one of the mints referred to by Rogers Bey. 

SiBONG. ^3J^ 

A town in Bhopal, Central India, lat. 24'' 6"^ N., long. 
77° 43' E. It was onoe a large town, but is now much decay- 
ed. One of Akbar's copper mints. 

SiBWAN. tt)'jLr** 

A town in Afghanistan, lat. 34'' 25' N., long. 62° 3' E. 
Coins of this mint are mentioned by Rogers Bey. 

SiTAPUB. j^*^ 

The principal town of the Sitapur District, Ondh, situated 
on the banks of the Sarayan river, in lat. 27° 34' N., long. 
80° 42' E. This name occurs on two of Akbar's rupees in 
the possession of Mr. C. J. Rodgers. 

Skub. v->^ 

This' name, which refers to Uskub, is found on a coin of 
Mohamed III., of the Othmanlee dynasty, dated 982 A. H. 

Son ABG AON . ^ (? J ^ 

The ancient Mohamedan capital of Eastern Bengal, but now 
an insignificant village called Painam in the Dacca district, 
Bengal; lat. 23° 39' N., long. 90° 38' E. The town took its 
name from one of the great Sirkars, or provinces, into which 
Mohamed Tughlak divided Eastern Bengal in 1330. A Bengal 
mint of Bengal Saltans and Sher Shah. 

SooB. jj^ 

Or Sor, was the name given to Tyre by the Hebrews. A 
seaport town of Syria, lat. 33* 16' N., long. 35' 12' E., sup- 
posed to have been built upwards of 2700 years B. C. 
Alexander laid siege to this city, and after seven months suc- 
ceeded in taking it. Subsequently, in B. C. 332, it was repaired 
by Adrian, and became the capital of the province. It after- 
wards fell into the hands of the Saracens and was destroyed 
by the Sultan of Egypt, A. D., 1289, when it was utterly 
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ruined. A few Fatimee coins were stmck here between 361 
and 615 A. H.^ and there is a coin of Salejman I. of the 
Othmanlee dynasty with this name on it. 

SOOREEN. {:Hjy^ 

This mint is met with on one coin of Aboo-Saeed, withodt 
date. 

Soos, Es-. crJ-^ * 

Also known as Shushan, or Snsa, the ancient Snsiana, is a 
mined city of Persia in Khuzistan, lat. 32° V N., long. 48° 24' 
E. It is said to have derived its name from the number of 
lilies which grew in the neighbourhood, Shushan in Persian 
signifying lilies. Susa was noted as the winter dwelling of 
the Persian kings. Tradition says that the prophet Daniel 
lived and died here. It was at Susa that Esther prevailed on 
king Ahasuerus to spare the lives of the Jews, as mentioned 
in the Scriptures. There are two Amawee coins of this mint, 
dated 90 and 94. 

Srinagar. Jhy* 

This is the Hindu name for Kashmir, and occurs on some 
rupees and copper coins of Akbar in the possession of Mr. 
G. J. Rodgers. 

SUK. (>-• 

A town situate in Tibet, lat. 29° 13' N., long. 100° 10'^ E. 
One coin of Shah Mansoor of the Mudhaffaree dynasty, with- 
out date, has this mint on it. 

SUK MURRAH. »/<(3^'-» 

A town in Khuzistan. This mint, mentioned by BrOgers 
Bey, is unrepresented in the B. M. 

SULTANEBYEH. ^^^J ^^•«» 

Formerly the capital of Persia, situated in lat. 36° 28' N., 
long. 48° 42' E., founded by Uljaitu Khan, the Tartar name 
of Sultan Mohamed Khodabundah, A. H. 704, A. D. 1304, 
at Kunkuraulung. It was the residence of several of the 
Persian kings until Shah Abbas I. changed the seat of his 
empire to Isbahan. It was reputed to be one of the largest 
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and most populous cities of Asia ; at present it is nothing 
more than, a wrot-ched village. There are several coins of 
the Mongols of Persia, the Jelairs, and the House of Timur, 
struck here between 709 and 84? A. H. 

SULTAXPUR. j^^^^-^ 

In 1323 A. D., Alif Khan, the eldest son of the Emperor 
Ghias-ud-din Taghlak, took Orankalor Warangol, and chang- 
ed its name to Sultanpur, a designation which was soon lost. 
This name is found on a gold coin of Mohamed Tughlak. 

SURAT. ^JJ^ 

A city in the Khandesh district, lat. 21° 9' K, long. 72° 
64' E. The Sourat of the Bibliotheque Orientale of M. 
d'Herbelot, or Souratta as found on the old Dutch and English 
charts ; or Surat to approximate with the local and vernacular 
denomination. In 1373, Feroz Tughlak built a fort at Surat 
to protect the town against the Bhils. The foundation of 
the modern city is ascribed to the beginning of the 16th 
century. In 1573, Surat was taken by Akbar. This place 
was a common Moghal mint. There is a square rupee in the 
possession of Mr. C. J. Rodgers on which the mint is writ- 
ten o^^ 

SURRAK. oj^ 

A village in Irak Arabi, lat. 3l° 8' N., long. 47° 36' B. 
Three Amawee coins struck here are dated 90, 93 and 94. 

SuwEYR, Es-. ^>*^I 

Or Mogodore, or Suerrah as it is called by the natives, is 
situated on the shores of the Atlantic, in lat. 31° 25' N., 
long. 9° 30' W. It was founded in 1760 by Sidi Mohamed, 
who spared no pains to make it the principal seat of commerce 
in his dominions. This mint is found on a coin of Suley- 
man of the Filelee Shereefs, dated 1230. 

Tabareeyeh. ^^^^ 

Tabaria, the metropolis of the province of Galilee, stood on 
the shore of the Lake Gennessareth, which from it was also 
called the Sea of Tiberias, lat. 32° 47' N., long. 35^ 39' E. 
It was built by Herod Antipas, and was called by him after 
Tiberius Caesar- The B. M. has two coins of this mint, one 
of which is dated 436.

A province of Persia, also called Mazanderan. A mini 
alluded to bj Rogers Bey. 

Taizz. ^ 

A town in Yemen, lat. 13° 30' N., long. 44° 10' E. This 
mint is found on a coin of the Imams of Sana, without date. 

Takidempt. 'A**««^lj 

The ruins of this ancient city are veiy extensive. It was 
one of the oldest in Africa, and was governed by the tincestors 
of the celebrated Abd-el-Kadir, who erected the modem city 
upon its site, and made it the capital of his dominions, lat, 
35° 28' N.. long. 1" 0' E. In 1841, upon the approach of 
the French, Abd-el-Kadir caused the whole town to be 
destroyed. A silver coin of Abd-el-Kadir, dated 1254, 
represents this mint. 

Tandah. »«^^ 

Also called Tandan, or Tangra, was a town in the Malda 
district, lat. 24^ 48' N., long. 87° 55' E. The ancient capital 
of Bengal after the decadence of Gaur. Its history is obscure, 
and the very site of the city has not been accurately determined. 
Suleyman Shan Karani, the last but one of the Afghan kings 
'of Bengal, moved the seat of government to Tandan in 1564 
A.T)., and it was a fav.ourite residence of the Moghal gover- 
nors of Bengal until the middle of the following century, 
\wheu it was deserted in favour of Dacca. This place was one 
of Akibar's copper mints. 



Tanjeh. *^^ 



A fortified town of Morocco, the metropolis of the province, 
lat. 35° bV N., long. 6° 0' W.. which still keeps the name of 
Tangier. It was so ancient that it was said in mythology to 
have been built by the giant Antasus, or as others maintain, 
by Sophax, the son of Hercules by Tinge, whom the hero 
married after the death of Ant89us. There is one Amaweo 
coin of this mint, dated 104. 
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•Tarabulus. o^^^Lr^ 

A seaport town of Syria, on the coast of the Mediterranean, 
-lat. 34^24' N., long. 35° 51' K Also known as Atrabdus 
or Tripolis. It was so called in consequence of its having 
been built by the people of the three cities— -Tyre, Sidon and 
Aradus, for the convenience of assembling several federal 
bodies of Phenice for discussion. It was taken by the Cru- 
saders iu 1108, when a large and valuable library was con- 
signed to the flames. There swe several coins with this name 
on them belonging to the Fafcimee Khaleefehs. This mint ap- 
pears on Othmanlee coins between 1078 and 1256 A. H. 

TarabUlus, Gharb. v^*o^^^LrJ» 

,0r Tripoli, is a seaport town of Africa, in lat. 33** 2' N.,. 
long. 13^ 24' E. Its ancient name is QSa. This mint, which 
is distinguished by the affix of ** Gharb *' from Syrian Tri- 
poli, is met with on coins of the Sultans of the Othmanlee 
dynasty, except on those of Suleyman I. 
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Tatta. ^^ 

A town in the province o-f Bind, lat. 24° 44' N., long. 68^ 
0' E. This was once the capital of Sind and the residence 
of its imperial governors. It was burned and sacked by 
some Portuguese mercenaries in 1555, and when, in 1591, 
Sind was conquered by Akbar, Tatta was again destroyed, 
and has never since recovered. A silver mint of Akbar 
and early Moghals* 

Tebreez. jij^ 

Tabriz, generally called by foreigners Tauris, is the Gan - 
zaka of antiquity. It is situated in the province of Azrabeijan* 
lat. 38° 3' N., long. 46° 20' E. In former times it was called 
Atroputia, from Atroputes the Satrap, Popular tradition 
reports that Zobeide, the favourite wife of the Khaleefeh 
Haroon-er-Rasheed, suffering from fever recovered her health 
on this spot, and admiring the salubrity of the climate, founded, 
or most likely only rebuilt, a city which she called Ta- 
breez, from two Persian words, Teb, fever, and reekten, to 
scatter or disperse. This was abont the middle of the 8th 
century of the Christian era. The greater part of Tabreez aa 
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it now stands, is of modern date, it having been ffeqaently 
destroyed and rebuilt, and even within the two last centaried 
it has been twice laid low by earthquakes. There are many 
coins belonging to the Mongols of Persia, the Jelairs* and 
the Kara-Kuynnli and Ak-Kuyunli dynasties, strnck here 
between 678 and 1115 A. H, 

Tebreez, Medeenet-. >!^V*ii«^^ 

One coin of Aboo-Saeed without date, and oneo f Uljaitn, 
dated 711, are in the B. M. 

Teebeh. tiy? 

Or Tyria, is a town of Asia Minor in Anatolia, lat. 38° 4/ 
N., long. 27° 42' E. A copper coin of Mohamed of the 0th- 
manlee dynasty, without date, represents this mint.' 

Tetmerah, Et-. jr^^ ^ 

One of two villages in Ispahan, called respectively El- 
Kubra and Es-&aghra. This mint is represented by two 
Amawee coins, dated 90 and 95. 

Teslim, Medeenbt-El-. (♦J^l-i^l «ijO^ 

There are some coins of this mint named by Rogers Bey. 

TbtWAN. ij^)^ 

A maritime town of Morocco, in the kingdom of Fez, lat^ 
35° 30' N^ long, 5° 29" W. The B. M. has five coins with 
this name beloDging to the Filelee Shereefs, struck between 
1189 and 1271 A. H. 

TiFLEES. {J^^ 

A city of great strength and importance^ situate in Trans- 
Caucasia, lat. 41° 4rl' JU, long. 44° 59' E. Tiflees owes its 
origin to its celebrated mineral springs* The town,' which 
consisted probably in the first instance of mere sheds and 
bath-houses, took the name of Tblis from the springs, and 
the present name is a corruption of the ancient appellation^ 
In 380 A. Dr, the Persian governor^ Varza Baknr, penetrated 
into the valley of the Kur and built a castle on the site of ther 
baths. It was after a formidable resistance reduced by 
Timuv in Ar Hr 788<> This mint gives us one Abbasee coin^ 
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dated 83l, and six coins belonging to the great Etatts and 
Mongols of Persia* There is also a gold and silver coin of 
Ahmed III«, dated 1115, and one of Mohamed I., dated 1143< 

TiLlMsAN. vy^*^^ 

Or Tlemcen, as the French write it, or Telenasen, or Tlein- 
san, according to the Moorish pronunciation, is an ancienfc 
city of Algiers, lat. 35« 0' N., long, l'^ 45' W. In 1670, 
Hassan, then t)ey of Algiers, laid most of this city in rnins, 
as a punishment for the disaifection of its inhabitants. Among 
the rains are still traces of Roman antiquities. There are 
two coins of this mint— one of the Murabits, dated 511, and 
the other of the Muvvahhids, without date. 

TlLIMSAN, MeDEENET-. {i)^^'^ «AJ«*/fl 

This prefix is found on five coins, One of the Murabit 
dynasty dated 535, and four of the Benee Mereen and Bcnee 
Ziyan dynasties. 

ToKAT. ^^/^ 

A town in the province of Sivas, Asia Minor, lat. 40° 20^ 
K., long. 36° 38' E. This mint is represented by a coin of 
Aboo-Saeed, dated 722. 

ToONis. u^j^ 

The city of Tunis stands on an isthmus in lat. 36° 49' N",, 
long 10° 5' E. It was known to the ancients by its present 
name, even before the foundation of Carthage and Utica in 
its vicinity. It was probably founded by native Africans, and 
not like those cities, by Phoenician colonists. It was also 
called El'Hadhera, the green, on account of the beauty of its 
gardens. One coin of the Muwahhids and one of the Benee 
Hafs, both without date, represent this mint«

There is one coin of Sati-beg, without date, with this mint 
on it. 

TUGHLAKPUE. J^i^' 

This name is found on a forced currency of Mohamed 
Tughlak, discovered by Mr. C. J. Rodgers. The mint run- 
ning vi^y <i*^ jJi^^*^ and refers, in Mr, Rodgers' opinion^ 
to Tirhut.

This mint is found on a coin of Ulugh Mohamed, With* 
out date.

These words, meaning " attached to the rictorions camp/' 
refer to the mint which travelled with Akbar's army. Thia 
appellation ia onlj met with on the coins of Akbar. 

Urmitab. a*-*^!" 

Urumeah, on the other side of the great salt lake of Urn- 
toeah or Shahee, is the Thebarma of Strabo, and the birth- 
place of Zoroaster j it is situated on a noble plain in latr 
37"* 30' N.,long. 45° 19' E., and appears well fortified. Itt 
A' H. 73-9, Tenouk, the petty prince of Ermi, or Urmia, 
having submitted to Timur, was confirmed in the government 
of this province. Rogers Bey mentions this mint* 

TTrush. ij'jj^ 

This mint appears on a coin having the names of Timar and 
Suyurghatmish, without date. 

UsFAN. tyti-^ 

This mint is mentioned by Rogers Bey# 
Ubkub* \^if-^\ 

Also known as Uskup or Scopia, is a town in Buropeatt 
Turkey, in lat. 41° 0' N., long. 31° 19^ E, 

Van, u'j 

The castle Van was constructed by And, the father of 
Shedaud, a celebrated Arabian prince of remote antiquityr 
It was situated on the summit of a mountain, in lat. 38° 35' 
N., longf 43° 14' E,, and encompassed on one side by a consi- 
derable body of water, most probably the lake of the same 
name. The place was carried by assault by Timur and 
totally destroyed in 789 A. H. Van is found on a coin of 
Hoseyn of the Jelairs dynasty, without date. 

Warangol. Jy^jj 

An ancient town in the Haiderabad State, in lat. 17° 68*' 
N., long. 79° 40' E. It was the ancient capital of the Hindoo 
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kingdom of Teliugana, founded by tlie Narapati Andhras. 
Id 722, Warangol was captured by the Mohamedans, and its 
name was obliterated for a short period in the new designa- 
tion of Snltanpur. It was a mint of the Tughlaks. The name 
is sometimes changed to Mulk-i-Talaug. 

IVasit. ^\j 

In A. H. 13, A. D. 634, upon the death of Abu Bekr, the 
Persians endeavoured to throw off the Moslem yoke in Meso- 
potamia, which had been established there by Mothana, but 
the latter being reinforced by Abu Obeid, the Persian generals 
were killed, and the army was routed at the royal date pre- 
serve of Sakatia near Kaskar (subsequently the site of Wasit), 
In A. H. 84, Hejauje, the son of Yusuf the Thakefite, the 
general of Abdul Melik, laid the foundations of Waussit, a 
town situated, as the name implies, about midway between 
Basrah and Koofeh, on the river Tigris, in lat. 31° 61^ N., 
long. 46° I' E. This city was for some years considered the 
capital of Irak, and in A. H. 132, after a gallant resistance of 
eleven months under Yezeed, the son of Amru Obairah, on 
the defeat and death of Marwan, the last of the Amawee 
khaleefehs, the city surrendered to Abu JaflRer and Hussun 
Kotbah, and acknowledged the house of Abbas, The city is 
now nothing but a heap of ruins, having been destroyed by 
Hulaku, the grandson of Jen guiz Khan. The B, M. has a. 
fine collection of Amawee and Abbasee coins of this mint, and 
a few of the Mongols of Persia and of the Jelairs.

There is one coin of Idrees 11., dated 180, with this name 
on it. 

Welwaleez. j^ ^j^j 

Two coins belonging to the Ghaznawee dynasty, one dated 
422, have this name on them. 

Yangi Shahr.^-^ (^^ 

A town in Eastern Turkistan, lat. 38° 50' N., long. 74° 40' 
E., on the road about half way between Yarkand and Kashgar. 
The B. M. has one coin of this mint of Abd- Allah, dated 765. 
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Yemameh, El-. A'-cUjJI 

A city in Arabia, lat. 24° 30' N., long. 47° 28' E. In A.H. 
12, this city surrendered to Khaled. There is one Abbasee 
cdin, dated 166, with this mint on it. 

Yezd. ^^ 

A city in Persia, lat. 32° 3' N., long. 54° 50' E., bcilt on a 
large sandy plain encompassed with hills. This mint is met 
with on eight coins belonging to four different dynasties, 
dated between 723 and 837 A. H. 

Zafarabad. ijl^Lr^ 

This was a silver mint of Aurungzieb. 

Zafarnagar. j^^j^ 

Ferishta mentions that this place was commonly called 
Tumnee. One of Shah Jehan's silver mints. 

Zafarpur. jyij^^ 

A town of Hindostan in the Snbah of Multan, lat. ?0° 29' N. 
long. 71° 47' E., and was a mint of Anrungzieb. 

Zahra, Medeenet-Ez-. ^j^^ ' ^i ^"^ 

A town of Spain, in the province of Cadiz, lat. 36° 52' N., 
long. 5° 20' W., built by the Khaleefeh Annasir in A. D. 936 
in honour of his wife, after whom it was named. The B. M. 
possesses several coins struck .here by the Amawees of Spain 
between 338 and 400 AH. 

Zebekd. ^^.j
